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The legendary Jose Sarria 


Empress 
Jose in 
hospital

an Francisco’s most enduring 

and visible symbol of gay royalty, 
W Empress Jose (The Widow Nor¬ 
ton) Sarria, is hospitalized in New 
York City with ailments that friends 
describe as painful, but not life- 
threatening. 

Sarria, 75, was admitted to St. Vin¬ 
cents Hospital in Greenwich Village 
on Saturday, March 28 after suffering 
a small stroke. According to his attor¬ 
ney, Steven Rasher, the stroke was 
“very minor,” but doctors at St. Vin¬ 
cent’s found Sarria had additional 
health problems, including meningi¬ 
tis- 

“It isn’t spinal meningitis,” Rasher 
told the BA R,, “but some other 
strain. He also has shingles.” 

Sarria is known throughout the 
world as Empress I of San Francisco, a 
title he created for himself in 1964 by 
announcing he was the widow of the 
legendary “Emperor Joshua Norton,” 
a colorful character from the city’s 
past who died in the 19th century. 
Three years later a successor was cho¬ 
sen in an election that became the 
foundation of the Imperial Court sys¬ 
tem, which has since raised millions 
of dollars for worthwhile gay, lesbian, 
and AIDS-related causes. Sarria still 
holds the title of Empress Grand 
Mere, and leads a festive and colorful 
procession to Norton’s grave every 
year, attended by scores of friends and 
onlookers, to reiterate his claim. 

Sarria also appears at numerous 
charity functions every year, particu¬ 
larly events involving the Imperial 
Court, and last year played the Sugar 
Plum Fairy in the annual Dance- 
Along Nutcracker presented by the 
Winds of Freedom, the seated version 
of the San Francisco Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Band. At the time of his hos¬ 
pitalization, he was visiting New York 
to attend the coronation of an Em-

Judge rejects eviction 
protection for PWAs, elderly 

Tom Ammiano and Tenants Union vow to fight on

S ome San Francisco landlords may be 
grinning now that a local judge has 
voided the city’s new owner move-in 
eviction ordinance, designed to protect 
renters with AIDS and other disabilities, but 
if Supervisor Tom Ammiano and tenant- 
rights advocates have their way, they won’t 
be gloating for long. 

In response to Superior Court Judge Ray¬ 
mond Williamson’s ruling last Friday, April 3 
nullifying the city’s moratorium on owner 
move-in evictions, Ammiano said he would 
urge City Attorney Louise Renne to appeal 
the decision, which he termed “unfounded.” 

“With the longtime homes of hundreds 
of seniors and people with AIDS hanging in 
the balance, fighting for this law is a moral 
and legal imperative,” Ammiano said. 

What the judge did, Ammiano added at a

Gay skaters come out smiling

A s one might expect at any skating com¬ 
petition, a number of the nearly 1,000 
competitors expected at the fifth an¬ 
nual U.S. Adult Figure Skating Champi¬ 
onships at the Oakland Ice Center next 
weekend are gay — but it is a much smaller 
number that are out of the closet. Fortu¬ 
nately, fans of openly gay athletes will get to 
watch two exceptions to the rule in the three- 
day event of singles, doubles, and ice dancing 
programs sponsored by Berkeley’s St. Moritz 
Skating Club April 16-19. 

And Jay Kobayashi and Jim Kerber are 
not only out, they have excelled in their 
sport. 

Kobayashi took up skating at the age of 
23 in 1994. “I watched the Olympics and 
said,‘I want to do that,’“ he recalls, “so I went 
to the rink and took to it quickly.” 


He says he’s glad he’s one of those skaters 
who entered the sport “because you want to 
do it, not because your parents are telling 
you. For me, it’s something from within.” 

But Kobayaski didn’t come to the sport 
completely inexperienced. Having studied 
and performed many dance styles in San 
Francisco, he brought with him a great tech¬ 
nical skill — and a love of creative expres¬ 
sion. 

“By junior high,” he says, “my ambition 
was to be an Ann-Margret back-up dancer.” 

After a slew of dance jobs, he began to 
skate seriously. “I wanted to learn how to 
skate backwards. That’s the first thing after 
not falling down.” As he improved and real¬ 
ized skating was something he could really 
do, the next step was private lessons. 

Being a dancer also increased his creative 
flair. “I did a piece with a hula number for 
the artistic program,” he recalls. “You can go, 
outside the boundaries. You have to be a lit¬ 


tle bit different, to make it stand out from the 
others.” 

Although Kobayashi admits “I’m not 
technically the best jumper,” he also says, “I 
keep myself up there” because his extensive 
performing experience gives him the edge on 
his artistic scores. “Judges are looking at flow 
and speed, the sureness of your movements,” 
he says. “Last year I tied with a guy: I think I 
landed one jump and he landed seven, but I 
tied with him because I can skate.” 

With all his performing experience, why 
has Kobayashi not joined an ice skating 
show? “Ten years ago I was going to do to a 
show, but as I get older, I want to be more 
grounded. To be on the road is not glam¬ 
orous.” 

How does he contend with being an adult 
in what is often considered a teen sport? 
“With different leagues now, we adults have 
a chance to prove ourselves. A double jump

KQED rejects 
arbitration award in 
HIV discrimination suit

ocal public-broadcasting 
company KQED, renowned 
for its aggressive fundraising 
drives, has found yet another way 
to keep its coffers full. It has denied 
a former employee with AIDS the 
money an arbitrator ruled it 
should pay because of its discrim¬ 
inatory actions toward the man. 

The former KQED senior ac¬ 
countant, Scott Flesher, sued the 
corporation in April of 1997, 
charging a new management team 
brought in to shore up the media 
enterprise’s sagging fortunes de¬ 
liberately harassed him for taking 
too many sick days, an inefficien¬ 
cy the fiscal-minded managers 
didn’t appreciate. 

Named in Flesher’s suit, in ad¬ 
dition to the KQED corporate en¬ 
tity, was KQED Controller Leo 
Mauro, who Flesher contended 
repeatedly badgered him on the 
job, asking him why he needed to 
see doctors so often, telling him 
he did so too much. Another 
manager kept asking Flesher why 
he was losing weight. That indi¬ 
vidual reportedly was aware that 
weight loss is a symptom of AIDS. 

According to Flesher’s attor¬ 



neys, Paul Wotman and James 
Goodfellow, when Flesher re¬ 
vealed to KQED management that 
he had HIV, Mauro stepped up his 
harassment, “making his work life 
unbearable.” Flesher testified that 
Mauro told him point-blank that 
he intended to “get rid” of him. 

Under California law, employ¬ 
ees are protected from discrimi¬ 
nation based on HIV status. 

For its part, KQED denied any 
wrong-doing in the matter. 

“Our position is Flesher did 
not ever tell his supervisor of his 


HIV status,” said David Sudden- 
dorf, who is representing KQED 
in the matter. “He was not fired, 
he quit.” 

The case may end up going to 
trial, despite efforts at mediation 
between the parties. 

Last week, KQED rejected an 
arbitrator’s award of $219,000 to 
Flesher. Though the arbitrator 
found in Flesher’s favor, Sudden- 
dorf said the arbitration was non¬ 
binding, and that his client feels 
“there is no merit to the plaintiff’s 
allegations.” 

In response to the flap, KQED 
President and CEO Mary Bitter- 
man issued a terse statement, say¬ 
ing only that “KQED is commit¬ 
ted to a diverse and inclusive work 
environment where all employees 
are treated with fairness, dignity, 
and respect. Any form of discrim¬ 
ination — on the basis of race, 
color, religion, national origin, 
sex, sexual orientation, disability, 
or age — cannot be tolerated.” 

But for Flesher and his attor¬ 
neys, that statement rings hollow. 

“We gave them the chance to 
do the right thing,” said Goodfel¬ 
low. “If KQED didn’t do anything 
wrong, why did a fact-finder rule 
against them to the amount of 
$219,000?” ▼ 


Small shot at 
stardom for Castro 


Hollywood pays $2,500 to invade

merica’s best-known gay 
mecca, the Castro, will be 
invaded by Hollywood on 
Thursday, April 16, when motion 
picture director Ron Howard films 
part of his new comedy in front of 
the famous Castro Theatre. How¬ 
ever, although one of America’s 
better-known lesbians, Ellen De- 
Generes, stars in the movie being 
filmed, she will not be among 
those in attendance, sources have 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The filming will force parking 
in the Castro to be severely cur¬ 
tailed, and the street will be closed 
to traffic and pedestrians during 
actual filming of the scene. The 


parking spaces will be needed by 
equipment trucks and prop cars 
that will be in the film. 

Patrick Batt, president of Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC), told the B.A.R. that 
he was successful in negotiating 
$2,500 from Universal Pictures 
that will go into the Castro Beau¬ 
tification Fund. The contribution 
is important, Batt said, because the 
studio didn’t have to contribute 
anything to the Castro. MUMC is 
in the process of developing a pol¬ 
icy to use as a guideline anytime 
anyone wishes to close a public 
street for private purposes and is 
soliciting input from members of 
the business association. 

“Ron Howard really wants the 
neighborhood,” Batt said of the 


director’s decision to come to the 
Castro. The film, a comedy set in 
San Francisco, stars DeGeneres, 
Matthew McConaughey, Woody 
Harrelson, and Elizabeth Hurley. 

Areas affected by the closure 
will include all parking spaces in 
the 400 block of Castro, the 2300 
block of Market Street, on the 
south side, and the northern side 
of 18th Street between Hartford 
and Castro streets. Batt said that 
while there will only be a very 
brief amount of actual filming, 
the whole day has been blocked 
out from 6 a.m. until 6 p.m. There 
will be about 150 staff people and 
30 extras involved. 

“Deliveries to your business 
might be hampered on that day,” 
Batt said. T

Teens terrorize gay man 
near G.G. windmills

p t was almost like a scene out of 
. The Wild One, the 1954 Mar- 
1 Ion Brando film in which a 
gang of young hellions terrorizes 
a small town. But the incident was 
all too real early Tuesday morning 
for a San Francisco man who 
found himself trapped and chased 
down by drag-racing, hell-raising 
teenagers who apparently decided 
to “get” a gay man cruising the 
western end of Golden Gate Park. 

The incident started at about 2 
a.m. Tuesday, April 7, when the 
38-year-old man (who asked that 
his name be withheld) started to 
leave the park. He had been there 
for several hours, walking the 
pathways in the area bordering 
the Great Highway, between the 
two Dutch windmills. 

That stretch of the park, for 
decades a gay cruising area, in re¬ 
cent weeks has been the focus of 
police efforts to crack down on 
public sex. But in the wee hours of 
Tuesday morning, no police were 
in evidence. 

All night long, a party had 
been going on at nearby Ocean 
Beach, where the sounds of 
drumming and raucous shouting 
could be heard. Kids had been 
drag racing up and down the 
Great Highway, and through the 
park. The man mostly ignored the 
goings-on, however, instead en¬ 
joying the misty night, the moon¬ 
light, and encounters with other 
gay men strolling through the 
bushes. His black leather jacket 
kept him warm. 

But as he headed down Martin 


Luther King Jr. Drive toward Lin¬ 
coln Way, near the Murphy Wind¬ 
mill, he passed behind three 
parked cars. Suddenly all three ve¬ 
hicles revved their engines. Two 
spun around and tried to box him 
in. Another sped around to Lin¬ 
coln Way, trying to block a possi¬ 
ble retreat that way. He heard the 
occupants yell, “Get him!” 

“They were flooring it, coming 
after me,” the man said. “I ran into 
woods, which I knew pretty well. I 
hid in tall grass.” 

As soon as he ran for cover, 
one of the cars screeched to a halt. 
Two young men got out and 
began advancing toward him, 
waving what he took to be chains 
over their heads. 

“I was convinced I would be 
killed,” said the man. “I was cow¬ 
ering in the woods, hiding until I 
got a break.” 

Time and again he attempted 
to escape his trap, but the cars 
kept speeding around, barreling 
down on him, cutting him off. 

Although he couldn’t be sure 
how many teenagers rode in the 
cars, he guessed three each in two 
Jimmy’s, and a single teenager in a 
white Mustang. In fact, he recog¬ 
nized the Mustang’s driver as a 
Lincoln High student who on a 
previous night had come up to 
him and a homeless friend and 
asked, “What goes on around 
here?” 

“He was really getting a kick 
out of cornering me in the 
woods,” said the man. 

Finally he managed to run 
across Lincoln Way, and didn’t stop 
running till he reached a 7-Eleven 
on Judah Street, where he was able

According to San Francisco Rede¬ 
velopment Commissioner Mark 
Dunlop, who is involved with the 
San Franciscans for Fairness, No 
on Proposition I Committee, 
someone left a threatening mes¬ 
sage on his answering machine one 
day after an article about the 
group’s organizing efforts ap¬ 
peared in the Bay Area Reporter. 

Dunlop said the message, with 
gunshots firing and a voice eerily 
saying, “Yeah, this is a gun,” was 
left Friday, March 27. Robert 
Barnes, the openly gay manager of 
the No on I campaign, con¬ 
demned what he called “personal 
attacks” by proponents of the bal¬ 
lot measure. “We’re seeing our 
volunteers harassed, and I think 
it’s sad to degenerate a campaign,” 
Barnes said. 

Proposition I would require 
neighborhood notification of all 
city-funded projects subject to ap¬ 
proval by any city agency. When¬ 
ever a city-funded project involves 
new construction, a change in use, 
or a significant expansion of an 
existing use at a specified location, 


the city would be required to ei¬ 
ther mail notice to neighbors 
within 300 feet of the proposed 
site or post a 900-square-inch sign 
at the proposed site. 

Yee has stated the initiative is 
about using information as power 
and “opening up government to 
neighbors.” Opponents maintain 
the supervisor is pandering to the 
not-in-my-backyard (NIMBY) 
fears of conservative city resi¬ 
dents, and say that if voters ap¬ 
prove the initiative it could lead to 
verbal or physical harassment of 
people living with HIV/AIDS and 
others. 

Dunlop maintains that the in¬ 
cident that just happened to him 
is a clear example of why people 
should vote against it. 

“This is the whole argument 
against Proposition I,” he told the 
B.A.R. “People out there are fear¬ 
ful and dangerous, and Proposi¬ 
tion I panders to those people. I 
felt really creepy the first day after 
the message. It’s probably an idle 
threat — but it’s someone who 
could possibly throw a rock into 
housing for people living with 
HIV/AIDS.” He added that he 
didn’t intend to stop working to 
defeat Proposition I. 

Yee could not be reached for 
comment, but an aide at his office 
expressed surprise upon hearing 
of the alleged threat against Dun¬ 
lop. ▼ 


to phone for police, who arrived in 
10 to 15 minutes. While two offi¬ 
cers gave him a safe ride home, 
others went to scout the scene. 

Still, he reflects, at the time of 
the incident, “It was odd there 
were no police down there. Sure¬ 
ly some neighbors were upset by 
all the drag racing going on.” 

The man reported the incident 
to Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence. ▼

Causey quits ABC

H v aul Causey has abruptly re¬ 
signed as executive director 
of AIDS Benefits Coun¬ 
selors (ABC), effective immedi¬ 
ately. Board President Robert 
Emerson denied rumors on Fri¬ 
day, April 3 that Causey was fired, 
and Causey himself told the Bay 
Area Reporter his decision to quit 
was “voluntarily.” Emerson said 
the board will take up the leader¬ 
ship issue at its next meeting on 
April 23. No interim executive has 
been hired, and Emerson said he’s 
spending more time at the office 
in his capacity as president. 

Causey’s resignation comes on 
the heels of public criticism of his 
leadership through op-ed pieces 
and letters to the editor in the 
B.A.R. Former ABC consultant 
Paul Vander Waerdt and Health 
Commissioner Ron Hill blasted 
the agency and alleged misfea¬ 
sance on the part of administra¬ 
tors. Gary Virginia and George 
Heymont countered with letters 
questioning the motives of 
Causey’s critics. Causey himself 
wrote a guest opinion piece just 
last month and gave no indication 
of his plans to leave the agency 
he’s led since 1994. 

This week, both Causey and 
Emerson attempted to put the 
best spin possible on the situa¬ 
tion. “I’m going to try and relax,” 
Causey told the B.A.R. from his 
San Francisco home. “I’m in the 
running for another executive di¬ 
rector [position].” 

In a written statement, Emer¬ 
son praised Causey’s leadership of 
the organization. “Paul Causey’s 
dedication to the work of ABC 
and our clients, and the many 
long, hard hours he worked has 
been a key in building and main¬ 
taining ABC’s client-centered ap¬ 
proach to services and he has been 
an inspiration to me personally in 
the time that I have been associat¬ 
ed with the organization,” stated 
Emerson. 

Emerson credited Causey with 
guiding the agency through criti¬ 
cal years that included revamping 
the way in which ABC provides 
benefits counseling and advocacy, 
creation of an outreach program 
that places services in the areas 
where people with HIV/AIDS are 
most difficult to reach like the 
Tenderloin and Mission, and an 
HIV provider training program 
that helps assure that people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS throughout North¬ 
ern California have access to ben¬ 
efits counseling services. 

Causey was born in Central 


Florida and has been active in the 
local gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community since 
moving here from Los Angeles in 
1987. In 1994 he co-produced the 
Cable Car Award-winning Jeffrey 
movie premiere at the Palace of 
Fine Arts as a benefit for ABC and 
the AIDS Emergency Fund (AEF). 
He served as vice president of the 
AEF board and received that or¬ 
ganization’s Hank Cook Out¬ 
standing Community Achieve¬ 
ment Award last year.

he Transgender Communi¬ 
ty Task Force will hold a 
forum on police harassment 
in coordination with the San 
Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission on Thursday, April 16 
from 5:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. The 
forum will be held in the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health Building, 
101 Grove Street at Polk, in room 
300 and is open to all members of 
the transgender community. 

Present at the forum will be 
the police captains of the Tender¬ 
loin, Central Station, and Mission 
station police task forces, which 
represent the areas where most 
transgender persons live and 
work, and where most of the 
transgender’s police complaints 
come from. Also present will be a 


which resulted in creating the 
ABC Positive Resource Center, the 
nation’s first program to help peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS who are 
doing well on the new treatments 
and desire to return to work in a 
manner that does not jeopardize 
their access to healthcare and in¬ 
come benefits. 

Ironically, it was issues around 
personnel and the job-seeking 
component that led to the criti¬ 
cism of Causey going public. The 
announcement at the Mayor’s 
Summit on HIV/AIDS in January 
that an employment development 
unit (EDU) would be created 
within the Department of Public 
Health (DPH), to assist PWAs in¬ 
terested in entering or re-entering 
the work force, started the barrage 
of criticism and ended Vander 
Waerdt’s contract as a consultant. 

But not everyone is pleased 
with the recent events at ABC. 
Hill, who has been critical of 
Causey, nonetheless was not 
happy that Emerson, who he said 
has little nonprofit expertise, is 
now overseeing the agency. 

“What’s been done is not 
good,” Hill told the B.A.R. “What 
needs to happen with the organi¬ 
zation, if it’s interested in deliver¬ 
ing services, is as a community, we 
need to assist them in getting a 
working board. 

“I want them to get their act 
together and that’s all I ever want¬ 
ed. The way it’s going, it’s getting 
worse by the minute.” T 


representative from the Sheriff’s 
department; Mary Dunlap, exec¬ 
utive director of the Office of Cit¬ 
izen’s Complaints (OCC); trans¬ 
gender police sergeant Stephan 
Thorne; and Lea Militello, the 
LGBT community liaison for the 
police department. 

According to Larry Brinkin, 
coordinator of the LGBT and HIV 
unit of the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission [SFHRC],the 
forum is being held because “at al¬ 
most every meeting [of the Trans¬ 
gender Community Task Force] 
over the past couple of years, 
transgendered folks have come to 
complain” about police treatment 
and jail conditions. Furthermore, 
Brinkin says, “the complaints were 
common and severe enough that 
the task force met with members 
of the police department to say, 
‘We’re getting all of these com¬ 
plaints — what can we do about 
it?” They then decided to call a 
broader community forum. 

The issues that- will be ad¬ 
dressed at the forum include: di¬ 
rect verbal and physical harass¬ 
ment from the SFPD; protocols of 
the police department, such as the 
language used in police reports 
(using the proper pronouns when 
referring to transgendered per¬ 
sons, for example); and the fact 
that many people in the Tender¬ 
loin who are perceived to be 
transgendered are harassed be¬ 
cause they are automatically as¬ 
sumed to be sex workers by. 

“It might be a little painful,” 
suggest Brinkin, “because of the 
complaints the transgender folks 
have. But I hope it will also be 
productive.” ▼

Transgenders and SFPD 
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NTFAP quits 
local programs 

BCA set to take over A lew Village

v! pw Village, one of three 

5 local programs adminis- 
' tered by the National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention 
(NTFAP), is set to be run by Black 
Coalition on AIDS (BCA), ac¬ 
cording to Dick Pabich, 
HIV/AIDS policy advisor to 
Mayor Willie Brown. The move, 
which Pabich confirmed Friday, 
April 3, is the first of an expected 
major reshuffling brought about 
by the financial crisis at NTFAP. 
Pabich said negotiations are con¬ 
tinuing between potential fiscal 
agents for the other two local pro¬ 
grams, Proyecto ContraSIDA Por 
Vida and the Native American 
AIDS Project (NAAP). 

The implosion at NTFAP is the 
result of a deficit that Pabich put 
at $500,000, which came to light 
last month when Chief Executive 
Officer Mario Solis-Marich asked 
the mayor’s office for $300,000 to 
help carry the task force through 
until June. That request and sub¬ 
sequent ones have been turned 
down by the mayor’s office, al¬ 
though the city is committed to 
keeping the local programs run¬ 
ning without interruption. 

Norm Nickens, with the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH), said that it’s his under¬ 
standing all local programs re¬ 
main open, although some, if not 
all, have abbreviated hours. 

New Village, formerly called the 
Brothers Network, is the most 
problematic of the task force’s local 
programs, Pabich told the B.A.R.

While the fiscal problems of the 
NTFAP go back several years, and 
the agency revamped New Village 
last year, the model apparently 
wasn’t working. “Basically, they 
weren’t seeing enough people, 
there were not enough units of ser¬ 
vice [UOS],” Pabich said. 

Duane Poe, executive director 
of BCA, said that his organization 
and Reverend Yvette Flunder’s 
Ark of Refuge were working to¬ 
gether to ensure a smooth transi¬ 
tion as quickly as possible. Nick¬ 
ens would not confirm that BCA 
will definitely take over New Vil¬ 
lage, but did acknowledge that ne¬ 
gotiations are “pretty far along.” 

Poe said that a community 
meeting held April 2 to discuss 
the crisis at New village was well 
attended. “I think it went well,” 
said Poe. “We are committed to 
seeing New Village thrive and 
flourish.” He said he’s well aware 
of the low UOS at the former task 


force program. 

Poe said that while BCA has 
been viewed as primarily serving 
African-American heterosexuals, 
they hope that by assuming lead¬ 
ership of New Village that will 
change. “BCA has a wide range of 
programs and I see this as a way 
to integrate the program and pro¬ 
vide a continuum of care for 
African-American people.” 

“This is the one that’s furthest 
along,” said Nickens, adding he 
was frantically working to expe¬ 
dite invoices so that NTFAP em¬ 
ployees could get paid, and said 
some of them have just received 
paychecks. Nickens said the 
agency missed an April 1 payroll. 
He also said that as of Monday, 
April 6 , task force workers had not 
received layoff notices, and that 
Marich ordered the programs to 
close their doors as of Friday, April 
3. The DPH was informed of this 
action late on Thursday, April 2. 

Pabich commended the local 
program staff, who essentially vol¬ 
unteered to work last Friday. 

Nickens’s and Pabich’s ac¬ 
counts of the timing surrounding 
last week’s flurry of activity con¬ 
tradicted Marich’s version of the 
actions he took last week. Marich 
told the B.A.R. that the decision 
was made last Tuesday, March 31. 
He also said layoff notices had 
been issued to staff. Marich 
charged that DPH officials have 
made it nearly impossible for the 
task force to raise private funds 
and that when a last-ditch attempt 
to get city money was denied, he 
had no choice but to cease operat¬ 
ing the local programs. V 


BMX to host 2nd Oakland mayor forum

11 11 candidates vying for 
J|J! the job to be Oakland’s next 
mayor have been invited to 
talk about issues affecting the 
queer community and HIV/AIDS 
at a community forum hosted by 
the Black Men’s Xchange (BMX) 
next Friday, April 17 in Oakland. 
BMX member Roosevelt Mosby, 
Jr. said the event is free and open 
to the public, and will be preced¬ 
ed by a happy hour social. 

This will be the second forum 
for the candidates hosted by 
BMX, an organization of African- 
American gay and bisexual men. 
The first forum, last November, 
was very well attended and fea¬ 
tured four candidates who had 


gotten an early start in the race. 

The field has quickly become 
crowded since Mayor Elihu Har¬ 
ris announced he was not going to 
seek a third term. All of the can¬ 
didates except Alameda County 
Supervisor Mary King appeared 
at a lively debate in the Lake Mer¬ 
ritt area Monday, April 6 . With 
only eight weeks until the elec¬ 
tion, former California Governor 
Jerry Brown is the candidate to 
beat and some polls show his clos¬ 
est opponent, City Councilmem- 
ber Ignacio De La Fuente trailing 
badly. In order to avoid a Novem¬ 
ber runoff between the top two 
finishers, a candidate needs to win 
50 percent plus one in the June 2 
election to win outright. 

The other candidates running 
for the opportunity to be Oak¬ 


land’s top elected official are: 
Hugh Bassette, a teacher at Fre¬ 
mont High School in Oakland; 
Leo Bazile, a former city coun- 
cilmember; Edward Blakely, an 
urban planning professor; Ces 
Butner, businessman; Maria G. 
Harper, a spiritual values leader; 
Audrey Rice Oliver, a high tech 
consultant; Hector Reyna, a “clean 
government” proponent; and 
Shannon Reeves, former presi¬ 
dent of the Oakland NAACP and 
the only Republican in the race. ▼

The love that dare not 
remain silent

I * s these words are being written on 
III! Wednesday afternoon, gay and les- 
jf ' bian students (mostly to the east of 
California) are holding a National Day of 
Silence. The day-long protest was started 
three years ago in Virginia, and is so far con¬ 
centrated in mid-Atlantic and midwestern 
states, which is why it’s a “national” event 
that most of us haven’t heard much about. 

All day long, queer students and their 
supporters are refusing to speak, and are in¬ 
stead handing out pre-printed cards explain¬ 
ing that they are protesting the enforced si¬ 
lence endured by most young gays and les¬ 
bians. There’s no question that the issue 
needs to be addressed, although we wonder 
how effective silence is. Perhaps what’s called 
for is a National Day of Bitching. 

As long as silence=death, which (mean¬ 
ing no offense to our deaf friends) it still 
does and always will, we’re afraid that the 
action — or, more precisely, inaction — will 
go unnoticed by the people who most need 
to be confronted. Even so, we wish the pro¬ 
testers the best and urge them to continue 
their fight to be heard. Even when they 
don’t make a sound. 

Enforced silence comes in many packages, 
of course. Some, like the parental and peer 
pressures that force queer kids to shut up, are 
obviously odious. Others are more subtle. One 
proposal that’s being floated through San 
Francisco’s City Hall is less self-evidently 
troublesome, but it, too, muzzles the popula¬ 
tion. We are referring to the Brown adminis¬ 
tration’s apparent desire to remove all free¬ 
standing news racks from the streets. 

The Bay Area Reporter celebrates its an¬ 
niversary this month, and now that we’re in 
our 28th year we have to acknowledge that 
newsracks have helped make our success 
possible. Moreover, they have made it pos¬ 
sible for closeted gays and lesbians (yes, they 
exist, even in San Francisco) to pick up 
copies of papers inconspicuously, comfort¬ 


ably, and conveniently. This is not 
the only paper that serves the Bay 
Area’s communities-within-communities 
by providing news readers aren’t likely 
to get elsewhere. This week’s 
Bay Guardian, for instance, has 
a splendid cover story about 
(of all things) the forced silence 
of queer kids who get locked into institu¬ 
tions. It’s a story we’ve covered in our pages 
as well, but it’s good to know heterosexual 
Guardian readers will learn this week about 
the horrors of conversion therapy; most 
probably did not know that young gays still 
suffer from hospital-administered elec¬ 
troshocks (although not so frequendy to the 
brain anymore — now genitals are the fa¬ 
vored target). 

If the administration carries through on 



r a newsrack proposal that is still in a 
sketchy and somewhat nebulous stage, 
the current stands would be replaced 
by pedestal stands in the same brass 
and green color scheme as the 
city’s pay toilets and advertis¬ 
ing kiosks. (Apparently that 
ubiquitous green is meant to 
disguise the lack of trees, now that the city’s 
gone on a rampage of timber-felling in our 
public spaces.) The number of papers avail¬ 
able to the citizenry would be cut by as 
much as 90 percent, and one person would 
apparently have complete control over 
which papers got those precious slots. 

It’s an invitation to patronage, an assault 
on the public’s right to know, and a terrible 
idea, no matter how elegant the verdant 
wrapping. ▼ 



Share bread with the hungry

' IP hey’re depressing.” 

“They make me uncomfortable.” 

“They’re hard to look at.” 

“The sight of them makes me feel help¬ 
less.” 

“The sight of them makes me feel angry.” 

“I know it’s wrong, but I wish they 
wouldn’t be so visible.” 

“They’re bad for business ... it’s a real 
turn-off for tourists to see them on the 
streets.” 

If you were in the Castro about seven 
years ago, you will remember these and 
other statements — honest statements 
made by good people who were troubled by 
the sight of so many people visibly sick with 
AIDS. 

There were dire predictions about the 
death of the Castro as measured in eco¬ 
nomic and social terms. Although everyone 
was capable of these thoughts, those of us 
who had relationships of any sort with the 
people who made many uncomfortable 
moved through these thoughts, and kept 
doing what we could, in small ways and in 
large ways, pressuring government to bring 
its resources to bear, and remaining faithful 
to our friends. 

This same rhetoric is surfacing today, in 
relation to the presence of the homeless 
who call the Castro neighborhood home. 
Some — though not all — members of one 
merchants organization favor a campaign 
posting signs in shop windows and on bus 
shelters, instructing visitors and residents 
not to give money to these “panhandlers” 
and “chronic vagrants.” Sadly, three social 
service organizations have endorsed this 
campaign in exchange for being listed as 
beneficiaries, allowing their names to be 
used on posters in our neighborhood that 
they wouldn’t hang in the windows of their 


agencies, all located safely away from Cas¬ 
tro Street. 

These dehumanizing signs won’t solve 
homelessness, but they will promote intol¬ 
erance. They scapegoat an already vulnera¬ 
ble population. 

The problems of homelessness — to 
merchants, tourists, and residents — are 
real and not easily solved. Lately, every 
neighborhood ill has been ascribed to this 
population. One frequently cited example 
of our neighborhood’s decline is the inci¬ 
dence of public urination; a few years ago 
this was ascribed to the guys leaving 
the bars at closing time ... is it possi 
ble this could still be a cause? One 
merchant, a proprietor of a sex 
shop, complained that the West 
Portal neighborhood doesn’t toler¬ 
ate this level of public homeless¬ 
ness ... but nor would they toler¬ 
ate a gay sex shop. 

With our greater free¬ 
dom comes a greater re¬ 
sponsibility to engage 
difficult social issues in a way that is con¬ 
gruent with the best principles of the gay 
and lesbian liberation movement. It is true 
that the Castro is known even among the. 
down and out as a place of compassion and 
tolerance. 

Our city has an army of social service 
providers, and yet not one agency, public or 
private, has a dedicated outreach worker as¬ 
sessing the needs of the homeless in our 
neighborhood. Until we grapple with the 
lack of affordable housing, the lack of safe 
shelter space, and the inadequacies of men¬ 
tal health and substance treatment, we will 
continue to see homelessness in the neigh¬ 
borhood we all love, just like people in every 
neighborhood in every city are also seeing. 

There is no quick fix for homelessness. 
We at Metropolitan Community Church 
see these people as our parishioners. Our re¬ 



ligious tradition speaks plainly to this. “Feed 
the hungry” is part of our creed. Just as we 
have continuously made our facility and re¬ 
sources available to the neighborhood, in¬ 
cluding many unpopular or stigmatized 
groups, we have begun feeding hungry peo¬ 
ple on Wednesdays (staffed by church 
members) and on Fridays (staffed by em¬ 
ployees of A Different Light Bookstore). We 
also bring food to the needle exchange site 
behind Safeway on Tuesdays. We believe 
everyone deserves to be fed, homeless or 
domiciled, drunk or sober, those who re¬ 
ceive government checks for disability or 
who live on SSI or GA, or those who pan¬ 
handle. We provide food without judgment. 

We do not think starvation is an 
appropriate incentive for people 
to change. We understand this 
will not fix homelessness, but 
we are building a relationship 
with people who have 
been written off as ex¬ 
pendable or undesirable. 
Once you have served 
food to the hungry, they cease to become a 
faceless issue, and they become people. We 
have learned this lesson of compassion 
through our experiences of being ridiculed, 
trivialized, or outcast by families and 
churches for being gay. 

We invite you to become part of this re¬ 
lationship, whether at MCC or any neigh¬ 
borhood-based organization that promotes 
relationship with the homeless. You will be 
changed, and will become part of making 
real change happen. T

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What straight boys do together... 

I’m a straight guy and moved into the Castro- 
Upper Market area and I have two questions for my 
gay neighbors: First, what’s up with this thumping, 
pounding beat music many of you insist on listening 
to as loud as possible? At my gym in the Castro, all 
they play and have played for years is this stuff which 
at first sounds like a washing machine cycling and 
then it goes into this repetitive, monotonous, pound¬ 
ing, hammering beat. It’s awful! When the few guys 
who can’t stand it ask to change the music at the gym, 
the “gay” majority want the bar music back. It’s as if 
they (the performer on the CD) adds this thumping 
beat to any piece of music whatsoever, and viola [sic] 
— a new CD is made. Not only does my neighbor 
have to saturate our entire apartment building with 
this crap — yes, I’ve complained to him several times 
but he has a very short attention span, and he’s never 
heard of headphones — but on my walks home from 
the Castro, that’s pretty much all I hear coming from 
homes and apartments. Even on the rare occasions 
when this music is played quietly, that beat still cuts 
through even the thickest walls. Why is there this fix¬ 
ation with gay men and this bar music? None of my 
straight friends listen to this bar music. We’ve talked 
about it, we analyzed the situation and they know no 
one who’s straight who listens to it. If it’s true that 
only gay guys listen to this monotonous, thumping, 
pounding beat crap (a.k.a. bar music), what is the 
purpose in forcing others who don’t want to hear it to 
listen to it? 

The second question has to do with the 
many gay men having deliberately 
changed their way of talking (due to peer 
pressure and feeling the need to “fit in” 
or be “cool”) by using the word “like” and 
the phrase “or whatever” every-other- 
word and making all of their sentences 
sound as if they’re asking a question. 

They end all of their sentences “up,” 
rather than “down,” or at rest. Again, 
none of my straight friends talk like this. Why would 
people deliberately ruin their speech and try to sound 
terribly inarticulate, juvenile and insecure by using 
the words “like” and “or whatever” as often as possi¬ 
ble and make every sentence uttered sound as a ques¬ 
tion? 

Would like to have some answers to these two 
question.

Anti-Eller (Oh, what a beautiful day) 

I climbed onto three Eller Media billboards in San 
Francisco on March 27 and altered the messages of 
three tobacco companies: it was my 48th birthday, 
and I have wanted to neutralize the seductive mes¬ 
sages of tobacco advertising all of my adult life. 

At about 3 p.m. I climbed up a 50-foot ladder to 
the top of a third billboard at 151 Division Street at 
Vermont. When I looked down, I was surprised at 
how high up it was. The Lucky Strike advertisement 
showed a very sexy man with a cigarette in his hand, 
sitting on a couch in a loft space. There was an equal¬ 
ly sexy woman at his feet. I hated this billboard be¬ 
cause it is equating the wonderful pleasures of sex and 
relationships with the addiction of smoking. This bill¬ 
board cost the tobacco companies over $10,000 to 
rent for a month. They would need to addict 30 to 50 
new smokers to pay for this over a one-year period. 

When I finished my work I put my paint can and 
brush in my jacket pocket and began the climb down. 
I knew better than to look down. I hung onto each 
ladder rung with both hands and went down one step 
at a time, taking a breath and counting each step. 
When I arrived to my wooden ladder and climbed to 
the ground, a plainclothes police officer was there to 
greet me. Question: How many San Francisco police 
officers does it take to arrest a gay man with a paint¬ 
brush? Answer: At least seven. They were hoping for 
a burglary but were stuck with me. They handcuffed 
me, photographed the scene, and gave me a misde¬ 
meanor citation for my work and said that 
they would release me if I promised not to 
| do this again. They took my jacket, paint 
can, and brush, but let me walk away with 
my ladder. 

I was annoyed that a citizen who had 
voted in every election since he was 18 
could be arrested for taking non-violent 
action against a corporate giant that has 
knowingly contributed to the deaths of 
ten million people since 1960, when their 
own research confirmed that nicotine is an addictive 
substance. The tobacco companies and Eller Media 
have ignored the new state law authored by Carol 
Migden about not posting any tobacco advertising 
within 1000 feet of any elementary school or play¬ 
ground (AB752, Chapter 219). The city, state, and po¬ 
lice have not enforced this law. As a citizen, do I have 
the right to enforce this law without arrest? 

I believe that it is my moral obligation to fight cor¬ 
porate injustice wherever I see it, even if I need to go 
to jail. I plan to continue to paint neutralizing mes¬ 
sages on tobacco billboards until I am in jail or all of 
the billboards have been removed from San Francis¬ 
co’s landscape. My 48th birthday was the best BD of 
my life and I am not dead yet.

In support of Prop. I

Imagine posting a sign on a building to let neighbors 
know that an Asian family will be moving in! 

Prop I would not apply to commercial establish¬ 
ments like fast food restaurants or big chain stores 
moving into a neighborhood. In fact Prop I would set 
up a two-tiered notice system which discriminates 
against those who use City-funded services.

Truth is stranger than fiction 

As a recent visitor to the Castro, I read with inter¬ 
est Robert Julian’s review of Chocolate Babies, [B.A.R., 
March 26] the movie in which flamboyant activists 
set out to steal (in Mr. Julian’s terms) “the govern¬ 
ment’s secret list of HIV-positive citizens.” 

It seems important to note that these government 
lists aren’t cinematic fiction. They already exist in 31 
states where people who test HIV-positive are report¬ 
ed by name to the State Health Department. Lists 
called HIV registries are maintained, and positive 
people who don’t return for their test results are 
tracked down by government workers. 

The 19 other states, including California, are 
under strong federal pressure to start name-based 
HIV reporting. The California Health Department, 
AIDS service providers, and activists are debating 
what your state’s response should be. 

Other high-incidence states, including Florida and 
New Jersey, have already caved in and adopted HIV 
name reporting. Texas is about to. 

The “frustration, anxiety and helplessness” that di¬ 
rector Stephen Winter portrays in Chocolate Babies is 
a rational response to being marginalized, tracked 
and stigmatized. So is anger. 

If Californians don’t want their state to start nam¬ 
ing names and keeping lists — now is the time to say 
so. Before it’s a done deal.

Southern culture 

As both a gay man and a fairly recent transplant 
from Arkansas, where I was born in 1967 and escaped 
30 years later, I feel qualified in saying that the media 
is presenting the Jonesboro story with some incorrect 
assumptions concerning southern, rural culture. 

It is precisely because Mitchel Johnson and An¬ 
drew Golden grew up in a culture of guns and hunt¬ 
ing — whether for sport or sustenance — that these 
are not the substantive issues. From early childhood, 
they were taught, as was I, respect for both the guns 
themselves and the finality of their use. What these 
two young men were undoubtedly not taught to re¬ 
spect, however, and what is being overlooked, is the 
value of basic human rights — specifically the rights 
of women and minorities as their equals in society. 
Through example and observation, the southern male 
is trained from the earliest age in the dominate/sub¬ 
missive, owner/property, male/female rules of behav¬ 
ior and conduct. Mitchel Johnson, I have no doubt, 
considered Candace Porter a possession — his to 
manage, manipulate, control, own, and even dispose 
of when she ended their, albeit brief, relationship. 

The solutions here will happen neither overnight 
nor amply and do not rest with the gun control lobby 
or media censorship, and certainly not with the pros¬ 
ecution of children as adults in our judicial system. 
Yes, it was calculated, premeditated murder. It was 
planned and executed with Johnson and Golden un¬ 
derstanding the results, if not the consequence, of 
their actions. Are we the type of society, though, to 
place an 11 and 13 year old under lock and key for 
the rest of their lives? Of course not. We have to trust, 
in this case, that the juvenile penal system will suc¬ 
cessfully deprogram a decade of installed social and 
political ignorance. We must stand back from the 
charged emotions of this particular case, always diffi¬ 
cult when dealing with the deaths of children, and ex¬ 
amine the broader problem. We must focus more on 
tomorrow’s youth and less on Mitchel Johnson and 
Andrew Golden. 

Education is, by definition, the only solution to ig¬ 
norance. We must stop passing down this culture of 
oppression and heterosexual, male domination from 
generation to generation. We must pass legislation re¬ 
quiring all schools, in all parts of the country, to teach 
— at the earliest levels and continuing until gradua¬ 
tion — courses focusing on human rights, interper¬ 
sonal relationships, and cultural diversity. 

If we make a sincere, dedicated, and long range in¬ 
vestment; if we teach our children, through exposure, 
to respect one another without regard to their per¬ 
ceived differences and roles; and, perhaps most im¬ 
portantly, if we lead by example, tomorrow’s 
teenagers will surely be a more enlightened group 
than today’s.

You can be freezing at a 
night game against 
Montreal, but you’ll be in 
good company that isn’t 
afraid to cheer an op¬ 
posing player’s excel¬ 
lence and not just the 
home nine. The Stick 
will never be a 
Wrigley Field 
or Fenway 
Park, but it’s 

the genuine article. 

On this day at the Coliseum, 
though, I watched an A’s batter 
take a vicious cut at a curveball 
and miss wildly... only to hear an 
A’s fan shout, “Oh, come on, 
Blue!” Hello? That’s for a badly 
called strike; there’s no judgment 
in a swing and a miss. I kept my 
rude comment to my own little 
group, but noted that my attempt 
to hold my sstereotypes in check 
had been frustrated. 

Perhaps it’s a matter of stereo¬ 
types having just run up a big in¬ 
ning, thanks to the heavy hitting 
of a football player, Reggie White 
of the Green Bay Packers. You 
know the story: asked to say a few 
words to the Wisconsin state leg¬ 
islature, he launched into an at¬ 
tack on the ills of society, which 
he laid at the feet of “sinners” ... 
one very familiar purported 
group of sinners in particular. In 
the process of attempting to 
praise diversity in society, he 



launched into a most embarrass¬ 
ing recital of ethnic stereotypes as 
the lawmakers silently cringed. 

White’s inane prattle evoked a 
couple of stereotypes of its own: 
the stereotype of the dumb no¬ 
neck football player, and the 
stereotype of the repressed, hu¬ 
morless evangelist. I, for one, fail 
to see the connection between 
drive-by shootings, carjackings, 
rape, and muggings and people 
failing to be alarmed by girls kiss¬ 
ing girls who want girls to kiss 
them. How freakin’ superstitious 
can one get? 

One of the superstitions at 
work here is that there is nothing 
to homosexuality but a set of sex¬ 
ual practices-sexual practices in 
which, by the way, quite a large 
number of faithfully married cou¬ 
ples also engage ... and to which 
heterosexual sitcom characters 
regularly allude without drawing 
parental warnings. Many of the 
people who perpetuate this par¬ 
ticular stereotype very likely know 
bloody well how ridiculous this 
reduction is. They promote it be¬ 


cause it’s useful. For one thing, the 
stereotype helps them avoid the 
shame of acknowledging that 
quite a number of the people 
they’d love to have as neighbors 
are boy-boy or girl-girl couples 
(or those who’d like to be in 
same). 

This is why clueless heterosex¬ 
uals freak out thinking about gay 
and lesbian teachers, gay Boy 
Scouts, etc.: th»se are stereotype 
busters. How’s a preacher sup¬ 
posed to milk the frightened for 
big profits if the scapegoats are 
cute and cuddly? Why, the sheep 
might look up from the shearing 
and realize they’re being 
scammed. 

“The average person figures 
out it matters less which gender 
toasts their neighbor’s muffins 
than it does whether that neigh¬ 
bor is a true neighbor (see, e.g., 
Luke 10:29-37 ... right, Brother 
Jay?), the professional “religious” 
fearmongers are toast. 

And in that spirit, I’d like to 
encourage B.A.R. readers to resist 
page 21 ►

San Francisco , C7 
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‘KGAY’

n April 1, San Francisco’s 
KITS/Live 105.3 made a 
day-long “switch” to 
“KGAY,” an “all gay, all day” for¬ 
mat. From 5:30 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
local gay and lesbian entertainers 
replaced the station’s regular 
personalities. The format 
changed from modern rock 
to anything that could 
be considered “gay,” 
from “Somewhere 
Over the Rainbow” to 
all of Donna Summer’s 
hits to Jill Sobule’s “I 
Kissed A Girl.” The 
news highlighted “gay” 
stories like Reggie 
White’s anti-gay com¬ 
ments and San Francisco’s newly 
appointed openly gay supervisor, 
Mark Leno. The station played 
some fake “gay” advertisements, 
but most ads and sponsors were 
KITS’s regular local and national 
advertisers. In between faux sta¬ 
tion identification spots (“We’re 
here, we’re queer, we’re in your 
ear!”), they played several public 
service announcements regarding 
gay youth, safe sex, and 
HIV/AIDS support and counsel¬ 
ing. A mock statement from the 
station manager said, “We recent¬ 
ly conducted a format survey, and 
you told us,‘Hey, San Francisco is 
a unique city — we need a station 
that reflects the people — a gay 
radio station.’ So here it is! We 
told the people at CBS [the sta¬ 
tion’s affiliate] that this was the 
way to go” According to,KITS 
Program Director Richard Sands, 
listener response was “over¬ 
whelming,” with 85-90 percent of 
the hundreds of calls and e-mails 
being positive. 


is A-OK 

“We’ve never had this much 
reaction to anything we’ve ever 
done,” Sands said. 

Currently on Sunday evenings, 
KITS airs Hibernia Beach , a talk 
show focusing on lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender issues. 
After the stunning reaction to 
“KGAY,” station managers are 
considering working “KGAY” into 
their regular schedule, perhaps on 
a monthly basis. “Response is 
so huge we do want to do 
something to honor 
everybody’s praise,” 
said Sands. 

While KITS’s use of 
“KGAY” as an April 
Fools Day gag walked a 
fine line between pok¬ 
ing fun and being of¬ 
fensive, it always treat¬ 
ed lesbians and gay 
men with whimsical 

respect. 

Let KITS/Live 105.3 know that 
we get the joke and encourage 
them to make more radio play 
“KGAY.”

iffi he scene is sickeningly fa¬ 
miliar: the young man’s 
body is found hanging by its 
neck from a rafter. There are no 
signs of forcible entry or of a 
struggle. Near the corpse a note 
makes clear that the deed was his 
own doing. Another tragic youth 
suicide, perhaps by a young man 
in conflict about his homosexual¬ 
ity? Well, not exactly. 

Closer inspection of the scene 
reveals some unusual details. The 
body is undressed from the waist 
down. The victim had ejaculated 
before he died. The room is lit¬ 
tered with pornographic maga¬ 
zines, some showing scenes of 
bondage or torture. The body is 
tied not just around the neck but 
around the ankles and the genitals 
too. And the rafter shows signs of 
wear, as if this was not the first but 
the twentieth time the young man 
had strung himself up. Not to kill 
himself, but to get the ultimate 
sexual charge. It’s a case of lethal 
autoerotic asphyxia. 

According to studies by 
Stephen Hucker and Ray Blan¬ 
chard, of the Clarke Institute of 
Psychiatry in Toronto, Canada, 
lethal autoerotic asphyxia is not at 
all rare. They found records of 
118 such deaths in the Canadian 
provinces of Alberta and Ontario 
over a thirteen-year period. Yet 
the sexual practices that lead to 
such deaths are so private that 
they rarely come to the attention 
of health professionals. 

One aspect of autoerotic as¬ 
phyxia is purely physiological. De¬ 
priving the cerebral Cortex of oxy¬ 



gen during masturbation can in¬ 
crease the level of sexual arousal 
and the intensity of orgasm. Ni¬ 
trite inhalers (“poppers”) proba¬ 
bly work in the same way: by 
opening blood vessels all over the 
body, they drain blood away from 
the cerebral cortex, leaving it in a 
semi-functional state. This frees 
the lower centers of the brain, 
where sexual feelings are based, 
from the inhibition normally ex¬ 
erted by the cortex. Yet while the 
health risks associate with use of

“poppers” are probably only 
moderate, self-asphyxiation is ex¬ 
ceptionally dangerous, because 
the person may lose conscious¬ 
ness before he unties the rope or 
belt that is strangulating him. If 
ever there was occasion to say 
“don’t try this at home,” this is it! 

On another level, however, au¬ 
toerotic asphyxia has complex 
psychological roots. It’s clear that 
many of the victims found the 
very notion of bondage sexually 
arousing, quite aside from the 
physiological effect^on the brain. 
They often are found with other 
parts of their bodies tied, and not 
just their necks. And there are 
often S8cM magazines near the 
body. The victims were expressing 
classic bondage fetishism. 

For some of the victims it is 
not merely bondage, but ideas of 
execution or suicide that seem to 
provide the sexual thrill. The 
room may be deliberately set up 
as a death scene, making the dis¬ 
tinction between accident and 
suicide highly ambiguous. One 
young man left a note that read, 
in part: “When you find my body 
hanging...with a tight noose 
around my neck, do not look for a 
murderer. I have executed myself. 
I say execute rather than suicide 
because I didn’t really intend to 
hang unto death.” Another man 
was found in woman’s clothes, 
surrounded by writings and pic¬ 
tures related to judicial execution. 
One of these documents said 
“The law of the land for any man 
dressed as a woman and found 
guilty is that he be hanged.” 

The majority of the men who 
die by autoerotic asphyxia are het¬ 
erosexual. But quite a few of these 
are erotically aroused by wearing 
women’s clothes, a trait that psy¬ 
chiatrists call transvestic fetishism. 
(This is quite different from gay 
men doing drag.) Of the cases 
studied by Hucker and Blanchard, 
many were wearing women’s 
clothes or make-up, or had shaved 
legs. Thus these men exhibited at 
least two fetishisms simultaneous¬ 
ly. This fits with the well-docu¬ 
mented observation that men who 
show one fetishism commonly 
show one or more others. 

Autoerotic asphyxia, whether 
lethal or not, is almost entirely a 
male practice. Of the 118 cases in 
the Canadian study, only one was 
a woman. Fetishism in general is 
predominantly a male trait. 

Gays and lesbians tend to be 
relatively accepting of unortho¬ 
dox sexual practices. Most of us 
would probably be concerned by 
the obvious risks of autoerotic as¬ 
phyxia, more than by any moral 
considerations or by the notion 
that some mental disorder is at 
work. If the physiological high as¬ 
sociated with asphyxia were the 
whole story, one could simply 
suggest that the devotees of this 
kind of sex switch from self-stran¬ 
gulation to the use of poppers, a 
far safer alternative. But this phys¬ 
iological effect is evidently only a 
part of the story. The deyotees of 
autoerotic asphyxia become en¬ 
meshed in a sexual fantasy world 
that become ever more complex 
and dangerous as they grow older. 
Here’s one corner of sexual diver¬ 
sity where the only reasonable re¬ 
sponse is: Get help! ▼

1 ost volunteers will tell you 
that they are rewarded 
M i 1 many times over when 
they provide much-needed services 
to people living with HIV/AIDS 
(PWA). That’s true of Kristine 
Johnson, volunteer coordinator at 
Shanti, who gave her time to the 
agency for four years before taking 
her current paid position. While 
there have been changes in the epi¬ 
demic that have resulted in many 
people living longer, the number of 
gay volunteers at Shanti has de¬ 
clined, and Johnson hopes she can 
reverse that trend. 

Services that Shanti provides 
are open to anyone who is HIV¬ 
positive, but the majority of 
clients at the AIDS service organi¬ 
zation (ASO) are gay men, John¬ 
son said. That shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prising, as it mirrors the demo¬ 
graphic data of San Francisco. 

“A lot of our gay clients will re¬ 
quest a gay volunteer, and lots of 
times we don’t have them,” John¬ 
son told the B.A.R. 

There are several reasons why 
Shanti doesn’t have as many gay 
volunteers as it did, Johnson said. 
Years ago, many of Shanti’s volun¬ 
teers donated their time because a 
lot of their friends had AIDS, or 
they were HIV-positive them-

selves. The advent of protease in¬ 
hibitors has hit Shanti like other 
agencies: people think the epi¬ 
demic is over, although it is not. 

“Also, people have burnout, or 
what we call ‘compassion fa¬ 
tigue,”’ said Johnson. 

She said Shanti does ask that 
volunteers make a six-month 
commitment of four to six hours 
a week, and added most volun¬ 
teers stay beyond that time. 

Some common types of work 
done by volunteers include light 
housework, assisting with laun¬ 
dry, or helping clients organize 
their paperwork. Not all the tasks, 
however, are work; lots of times a 
client simply wants someone to 
have coffee with, go. see a movie 
with, or just listen. 

“A very large part of it is being 
an active listener,” said Johnson. 
In many cases, Shanti volunteers 
help clients remain independent 
and avoid institutional care. 

Shanti invented the model for 
volunteers working with PWAs 
years ago; it has trained over 8,000 
volunteers who have provided 


more than two million hours of 
practical assistar&e and emotion¬ 
al support to PWAs. Each person 
who signs up undergoes a thor¬ 
ough 45-hour training session, 
and staff continue to provide sup¬ 
port to volunteers after the initial 
two-weekend training. Last year 
the agency trained 240 volunteers, 
who provided 19,000 hours of 
support to 286 PWAs. 

Shanti recognizes its volun¬ 
teers with a special annual event; 
this year’s volunteer appreciation 
benefit is scheduled for Saturday, 
May 30. 

Johnson is glad she started out 
as a volunteer, and told the B.A.R. 
the experience has stayed with 
her. “I got back tenfold what I 
gave,” she said, “and found it very 
rich and humbling.” 

The next training session be¬ 
gins Friday, April 17. Another one 
will start June 5. T

at our age is not bad! A little boy 
came up to me and another adult 
skater, and said, ‘I have to give you 
guys credit, as old as you are, 
you’re looking good.’” 

And while being openly gay 
might make him stand out, the 
gay issue is not terribly important, 
he says. “I skate because I love to 
skate. It’s not a question, because 
everything I do is on the gay side, 
being a hairdresser, a skater. That’s 
just me. 

“I think it would be the same 
whether I was a basketball player 
or anything. The gay issue doesn’t 
come into that. To me, the point 
is the expression, the mood I cre¬ 
ate.” 

He admits there are conflicts 
on the ice (albeit none at the mo¬ 
ment as grand as the infamous 
Tonya Harding/Nancy Kerrigan 
scandal), but Kobayashi takes a 
communal perspective. “I never 
say, ‘I’m competing against.’ I say, 
‘I’m skating with.’ We can only do 
our best that day. It’s really more 
about skating with everybody. 
We’re all there for the same gold, 
which is skating.” 

Gold may come his way in 
Amsterdam this summer, when 
he competes at Gay Games V. Fol¬ 
lowing his competition in Oak¬ 
land, he begins work on a pro¬ 
gram set to Igor Stravinsky’s Fire¬ 
bird Suite. 

Being naughty 

Roller-skating as a child in 
Stayton, Oregon, was Jim Kerber’s 
first taste of skating. His later ca¬ 
reer as a ballet dancer added to 
the skills he’s using as a figure 
skater. 

“It’s been really interesting to

go from ballet to skating,” he says. 
“When we were dancing they for¬ 
bade us to skate, for fear of injury, 
so it’s like being naughty.” 

Like Kobayashi, skating came 
late in life for Kerber. He and his 
partner Marjie Hempstead have 
been working together for less 
than a year, and Kerber only took 
up the sport four years ago. “I de¬ 
cided I wanted to do all those 
things I’ve been doing all my life.” 

This will be Kerber’s third 
adult nationals. Last year at the 
U.S. Adult Figure Skating Nation¬ 
als at Lake Placid, NY, he placed 
fourth. 

“I got a pewter medal. If you 
shine it a lot it looks like silver,” he 
laughs. 


According to skating tradition, 
“the woman has the hard steps,” 
Kerber says. “The man has to set 
the pattern. He tends to set the 
tempo and speed, and he’s got the. 
partnering to do. He is leading.” 

One thing that won’t be seen at 
the Adult Nationals is same-sex 
pairs. Same-sex partnering actu¬ 
ally violates the rules of sanc¬ 
tioned pairs skating, which de¬ 
fines a couple as “a man and a 
woman. It’s right there at the be¬ 
ginning of the rule book,” Kerber 
says. “In other words, don’t do 
this.” 

Skater Lisa Labrecque, who 
competed at New York’s Gay 
Games IV, and is a co-chair of 
Team San Francisco, points out

As a 50-year-old skater, Kerber 
breaks the stereotype of skating 
being only a teenage sport. “I 
think freestyle definitely is ruled 
by kids. But if you look at the 
leading couples, at the senior and 
Olympic level they aren’t chil¬ 
dren. It takes a long time to get 
anywhere in ice dancing.” 

Along with many required 
moves, a program also has to have 
style and flair. “Each dance has an 
added element to make it more 
difficult,” he says. “This year I’ve 
moved up to bronze.” 

Fortunately, Kerber’s job as 
press agent for the tour of Cats al¬ 
lows him to skate several times a 
week. However, between their two 
coaches’ schedules, and busy rink 
usage, their workout times are 
limited. “That’s why you com¬ 
pete,” he jokes, “so that for once in 
your life is to have the rink to 
yourself!” 

Between dodging kids at prac¬ 
tice, Kerber still keeps his hopes 
high. “My goal every year, is adult 
nationals. I would like to win a 
first place some day.” Kerber is 
not, however, going to Gay Games 
this summer. “If I was a singles 
skater, I would, but I don’t have 
that many skills in freestyle — 
and in dance, I thought about 
finding another male ... but 
would who would lead?” 

If this sounds like a gay joke, it 
is, but also a very tricky problem 
when creating a same-sex pro¬ 
gram, as several men and women 
have done, but only at Gay 
Games. Before creating such a 
piece, skaters commiserate with 
movie star Ginger Rogers’s adage, 
“If you think Fred Astaire’s job 
was hard, try it backward — in 
heels!” Add ice, and you’ve got 
even more difficulty. 


that same-sex coupling is even a 
point of contention with Amster¬ 
dam. “I understand the predica¬ 
ment that they are in,” she says. 
“They don’t have local skaters to 
fight for this, and they are at the 
mercy of the Royal Dutch Figure 
Skating Association. International 
rules aren’t applicable.” 

The problems, according to 
Labrecque, are “that same-sex 
partners tend to not do things 
that [require] the weight deferen¬ 
tial that women and men have“ 
but in Amsterdam, “even the re¬ 
quirements for lowest categories 
are elements that are typical of 
mixed pairs. We fought to get a 
category added for same-sex pairs 
that don’t have required ele¬ 
ments.” Even so, said Lebrecque, 
she is enthusiastic about Gay 
Games. 

The image of same-sex skaters 
not only confronts tradition, but 
pushes new boundaries. One of 
the most highly covered events of 
Gay Games IV was that of two 
male skaters, Trevor Kruse and 
Darren Singbeil of Toronto, in fa¬ 
tigue shirts and dog tags, their 
mouths taped shut to honor gays 
and lesbian in the military. Obvi¬ 
ously, many gay skaters are above 
standards, and bending the rules 
for artistic freedom is breaking 
ice, in America and abroad. T

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DESCRIPTION 

Oxandrin® oral tablets contain 2.5 mg of the anabolic steroid 
oxandrolone. Oxandrolone is 17p-hydroxy-17a-methyl-2-oxa-5a- 
androstan-3-one with the following structural formula:

Inactive ingredients include cornstarch, lactose, magnesium 
stearate, and hydroxypropyl methylcellulose. 

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone. 
Certain clinical effects and adverse reactions demonstrate the 
androgenic properties of this class of drugs. Complete dissoci¬ 
ation of anabolic and androgenic effects has not been achieved. 
The actions of anabolic steroids are therefore similar to those of 
male sex hormones with the possibility of causing serious dis¬ 
turbances of growth and sexual development if given to young 
children. Anabolic steroids suppress the gonadotropic functions 
of the pituitary and may exert a direct effect upon the testes. 

During exogenous administration of anabolic androgens, 
endogenous testosterone release is inhibited through inhibition 
of pituitary luteinizing hormone (LH). At large doses, spermato¬ 
genesis may be suppressed through feedback inhibition of pitu¬ 
itary follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH). 

Anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low-density 
lipoproteins and decrease high-density lipoproteins. These lev¬ 
els revert to normal on discontinuation of treatment. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Oxandrin is indicated as adjunctive therapy to promote weight 
gain after weight loss following extensive surgery, chronic infec¬ 
tions, or severe trauma, and in some patients who without defi¬ 
nite pathophysiologic reasons fail to gain or to maintain normal 
weight, to offset the protein catabolism associated with pro¬ 
longed administration of corticosteroids, and for the relief of the 
bone pain frequently accompanying osteoporosis (See 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 
Oxandrolone is classified as a controlled substance under the 
Anabolic Steroids Control Act of 1990 and has been assigned 
to Schedule III (non-narcotic). 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

1. Known or suspected carcinoma of the prostate or the 
male breast. 

2. Carcinoma of the breast in females with hypercalcemia 
(androgenic anabolic steroids may stimulate osteolytic 
bone resorption). 

3. Pregnancy, because of possible masculinization of the 
fetus. Oxandrin has been shown to cause embryotoxicity, 
fetotoxicity, infertility, and masculinization of female 
animal offspring when given in doses 9 times the human 
dose. 

4. Nephrosis, the nephrotic phase of nephritis. 

5. Hypercalcemia. 

WARNINGS 


HEPATIS, A CONDITION IN WHICH LIVER AND 
SOMETIMES SPLENIC TISSUE IS REPLACED WITH 
BLOOD-FILLED CYSTS, HAS BEEN REPORTED IN 
PATIENTS RECEIVING ANDROGENIC ANABOLIC

TUMORS ASSOCIATED WITH ANDROGENS OR ANA¬ 
BOLIC STEROIDS ARE MUCH MORE VASCULAR THAN 
OTHER HEPATIC TUMORS AND MAY BE SILENT UNTIL

Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17-alpha- 
alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cholestatic hepati¬ 
tis with jaundice appears or if liver function tests become 
abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontinued and the etiology 
should be determined. Drug-induced jaundice is reversible when 
the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy may 
cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxandrolone 
therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a seri¬ 
ous complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, or 
hepatic disease. Concomitant administration of adrenal cortical 
steroid or ACTH may increase the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone matura¬ 
tion without producing compensatory gain in linear growth. This 
adverse effect results in compromised adult height. The younger 
the child, the greater the risk of compromising final mature 
height. The effect on bone maturation should be monitored by 
assessing bone age of the left wrist and hand every 6 months 
(See PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests) 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deepening 
of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Discontinuation of 
drug therapy at the time of evidence of mild virilism is necessary 
to prevent irreversible virilization. Some virilizing changes in 
women are irreversible even after prompt discontinuance of 
therapy and are not prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. 
Menstrual irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting factors II, 
V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 

Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the fol¬ 
lowing side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual periods, 
or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle 
swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have fre¬ 
quent determination of urine and serum calcium levels during 
the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should be 
obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone age 
should be made during treatment of children to determine the 
rate of bone maturation and the effects of androgen therapy on 
the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol determi¬ 
nations should be done periodically as androgenic anabolic 
steroids have been reported to increase low-density lipoproteins. 
Serum cholesterol levels may increase during therapy. Therefore, 
caution is required when administering these agents to patients 
with a history of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. 
Serial determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodically for 
polycythemia in patients who are receiving high doses of ana¬ 
bolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anticoagulants. 
Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be decreased in order 
to maintain desired prothrombin time. Patients receiving oral anti¬ 
coagulant therapy require close monitoring, especially when 
anabolic steroids are started or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypoglycemic 
agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with adrenal 
cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine-binding glob¬ 
ulin, resulting in decreased total T, serum levels and increased 
resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free thyroid hormone levels remain 
unchanged. In addition, a decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine 
uptake may occur. 

Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for car¬ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat stud¬ 
ies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and decreased 
organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesicles, ovaries, 
uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 

Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving long¬ 
term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in high doses 
(See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to 
regression of the tumors in all cases. 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 


Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects — Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in human 
milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse reactions in 
nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision should be made 
whether to discontinue nursing or to discontinue the drug, tak¬ 
ing into account the importance of the drug to the mother. 
Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation more 
rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect may continue 
for 6 months after the drug has been stopped. Therefore, therapy 
should be monitored by x-ray studies at 6-month intervals in 
order to avoid the risk of compromising adult height. Androgenic 
anabolic steroid therapy should be used very cautiously in chil¬ 
dren and only by specialists who are aware of the effects on 
bone maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with use 
of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis and 
death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis with long¬ 
term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible changes in liver 
function tests also occur including increased bromsulfophthalein 
(BSP) retention, and increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased frequency or 
persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular atrophy 
and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, epididymitis, 
and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anticoagulant 
therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 

Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum electrolytes 
(sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine excretion, 
increased serum levels of creatinine phosphokinase (CPK). 
Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of gonadotropin secretion. 

OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have been 
reported. It is possible that sodium and water retention may 
occur. 

The oral LD^ of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater than 
5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but gastric lavage 
may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a replace¬ 
ment for conventional therapy. The duration of therapy with 
Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the response of the 
patient and the possible appearance of adverse reactions. 
Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg tablet 
2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of individuals to ana¬ 
bolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of as little as 2.5 mg or 
as much as 20 mg may be required to achieve the desired 
response. A course of therapy of 2 to 4 weeks is usually 
adequate. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin is 
S0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per pound of 
body weight. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated.

Oxandrin 2.5-mg tablets are oval, white, and scored with BTG 
on one side and "11" on each side of the scoreline on the other 
side; bottles of 100 (NDC 54396-111-11).

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capped, or facing life-threatening 
illnesses, the prospects of finding 
new living spaces in midst of a 
rental crisis not only are daunting, 
but at times life threatening. Es¬ 
pecially in the case of those with 
disabling HIV, the stress associat¬ 
ed with eviction fights and the 
prospect of relocating can cause 
precipitous drops in t-cell counts, 
along with the onset of AIDS-re¬ 
lated symptoms. 

Increasingly during the hous¬ 
ing crunch, as the value of rental 
units has skyrocketed, landlords 
have used owner move-ins as a 
means to skirt rent-control law 
that restrict evictions and precip¬ 
itous rent hikes. The loophole al¬ 
lows landlords to evict tenants to 
move in themselves, but in many 
cases the landlords have no inten¬ 
tion of dwelling long term in the 
units thus vacated. Instead, they 
grab the opportunity to boot 
long-term tenants who pay rela¬ 
tively low rents, so that they can 
move in new tenants paying pre¬ 
mium rates. 

The law was designed to pro¬ 
tect people like 77-year-old Rich¬ 
mond District resident Barbara 
Turner, whose landlord brought 
the suit against the city. At Mon¬ 
day’s press conference, Turner 
said she has lived in the same flat 
for 38 years. After her building 
was sold, however, she was given 
an owner move-in eviction notice 
the day before last Thanksgiving. 
She was to get out by December 
27. That simply wasn’t possible, 
she told her new landlord; she 
couldn’t move that quickly. 

Turner managed to delay until 
the moratorium was put into ef¬ 
fect in January, securing her 
home. Now, however, she once 
again finds herself in legal limbo, 
facing the prospect of finding new 
quarters in a tight and fiercely 
competitive rental market. 

“The next step,” said Ammi¬ 
ano, “is for the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to meet with the city attorney 
next Monday and give her direc¬ 
tion about what to do. It’s my 
hope we’ll be very clear and very 
strong in telling the city attorney 
the city needs to go to the mat and 
appeal this unjust decision.” T

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Castro Street Fair to 
proceed with caution

JH 11 is looking rosy for the 
IIJ! 1998 Castro Street Fair. The 
T %. event, which in recent 
months has been the subject of 
much commiihity discussion and 
debate, will take place just as it has 
each of the past 25 years. This 
time around, however, the fair’s 
organizers will be paying extra¬ 
special attention to meeting com¬ 
munity concerns. 

“They’ve certainly done huge 
amounts to become accountable 
to the neighborhood,” said Patrick 
Batt, president of the Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro 


(MUMC). “I didn’t want to lose 
those gains because of a disen¬ 
chanted board member.” 

Batt was referring to Edward 
Goehring, a former member of 
the fair’s board of directors, who 
in January began waging a highly 
visible campaign to reform the 
fair’s management and Financial 
practices. In particular, Goehring 
had insisted more of the fair’s 
earnings be returned to the gay 
community. 

In Batt’s view, the fair’s direc¬ 
tors are doing a fine job . “They 
are allowing nonprofits to collect 
at the gate. And the board will 
give a $5,000 grant back to com¬ 
munity.” 


Even Goehring expressed sat¬ 
isfaction with the way the fair 
board has handled issues in recent 
weeks. “I think a lot of progress 
was made,” he said. “What I hoped 
for at best was that the city would 
hear more of the gay community’s 
concerns.” He felt he helped make 
that happen. 

To receive its street-use per¬ 
mit from the city, fair directors 
agreed to continue working with 
Castro community groups in ad¬ 
dressing such concerns as noise 
levels, traffic congestion, and se¬ 
curity. Moreover, according to 
Batt, local queer bartenders will 
be invited to staff beer booths at 
the event. ▼

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‘Don’t Ask’ challenge moves forward

he issue of gays in the mili¬ 
tary was again before the 
courts on Thursday, April 2. 
The case of Able v. U.S.A. is the 
best remaining challenge to the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” (DADT) 
policy, which all but bans openly 
gay and lesbian people from serv¬ 
ing in the military. The three- 
member panel of the Second Cir¬ 
cuit that heard the arguments is 
possibly the last stop before an 
anticipated appearance before the 
U.S. Supreme Court, probably 
next year. 

The Able case was initiated in 
1994 by the Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund and the 
Gay and Lesbian Civil Rights Pro¬ 
ject of the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union (ACLU). It has six ac¬ 
tive duty and reserve servicemem- 
bers as plaintiffs. The route has 
been long and torturous. 

It won at the trial court level 
when Judge Eugene Nickerson de¬ 
clared that DADT violates the free 
speech rights of gay servicemem- 
bers. But on appeal the Second 
Circuit sent it back to Nickerson, 
directing him to decide if the pol¬ 
icy violates equal protection under 
the United States Constitution. 

“The Constitution does not 
grant the military special license 
to act on prejudices or cater to 
them,” Nickerson wrote last July 
in his second opinion on this case. 
He dismissed the government’s 
argument that the ban was neces¬ 
sary to preserve “unit cohesion,” 
calling the policy “a euphemism

for catering to the prejudices of 
heterosexuals ... It is hard to 
imagine why the mere holding of 
hands off base and in private is 
dangerous to the mission of the 
armed forces if done by a homo¬ 
sexual but not if done by a het¬ 
erosexual.” 

A Constitutional question 

Questioning was spirited on 
April 2, with presiding Judge John 
M. Walker taking the lead. He is a 
cousin of former President 
George Bush. “Everything seems 
to boil down to three things,” he 


said — deference to the military, 
the level of scrutiny in examining 
potential discrimination, and the 
nature of the government’s justifi¬ 
cation for such action. 

John Hoyle argued for the Jus¬ 
tice Department that the military 
was unique; that after careful con¬ 
sideration Congress rationally de¬ 
cided that there were sufficient 
concerns for the “privacy” of het¬ 
erosexuals in the military and for 
“sexual tension” that it would be 
detrimental to “unit cohesion.” 

He said that allowing homo¬ 
sexuals to serve openly would be

like putting men and women to¬ 
gether in the service: “you can ex¬ 
pect sexual conduct to occur.” 
Hoyle did not explain how the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice 
is deemed adequate to restrain 
these tensions between men and 
women but not between people of 
the same gender. And the Penta¬ 
gon has conceded in court that 
gays and lesbians are no more 
likely to misbehave than their 
straight counterparts. 

Judge Pierre N. Leval asked for 
an explanation of “unit cohesion,” 
what is it made up of? “It is very 
hard to isolate them all out,” 
replied Hoyle, basically reciting 
the privacy and sexual tension ar¬ 
guments. 

“Suppose we deal with the 
problem by treating everybody 
alike?” asked Judge Wilfred Fein- 
berg. “Congress came to a differ¬ 
ent conclusion,” said Hoyle. We 
“do not consider homosexuals 
predators,” he said, “But one is in¬ 
clined to act on their sexuality. 
The military wants to prohibit 
people from serving who are 


going to continuously engage in 
homosexual acts.” 

Lambda’s Beatrice Dohrn, ar¬ 
guing for the Able plaintiffs, said 
that DADT is nothing more than 
pandering to the presumed lowest 
instincts of heterosexuals. When 
you strip away all of the rhetoric 
“it becomes clear that there is 
nothing else left but ... [the fact 
that] a person is made uncom¬ 
fortable” by the known presence 
of homosexuals. 

She reminded the court that 
“privacy concerns are the same 
ones raised about integration of 
the military” nearly 50 years ago. 

The Judges twice encouraged 
Lambda that perhaps a height¬ 
ened level of scrutiny was re¬ 
quired in examining the issue. 
“But you’re not biting,” said Walk¬ 
er. “You are asking this court to 
substitute itself for the judgment 
of the military.” 

Dohrn disagreed. Later out¬ 
side, speaking with the press, she 
expressed frustration when she 
said, “We are arguing that the 
Constitution should still apply.” 

The ACLU’s Matt Coles added, 
“There is a lot of homophobia in 
the country but that isn’t the only 
negative feeling in this country. 
There are a lot of things that make 
a lot of people uncomfortable 
with each other. What the military 
has effectively said is, we will deal 
with all of them, but we are not 
going to deal with this one. They 
haven’t said they can’t deal with 
this one, they’ve said they don’t 
want to. And what we say is that 
the constitution doesn’t let them 
do that. 

“We might have an absolutely 
perfect military if we were willing 
to flush the constitution down the 
toilet and say that we didn’t have 
any constitution in the military at 
all. But we are not willing to do 
that on anything else, and we 
shouldn’t be willing to do it here 
either.” 

Government attorneys de¬ 
clined to speak with the press fol¬ 
lowing the court appearance. Nei¬ 
ther side would speculate when a 
ruling might come down. T 


DoD study: gays 
bring discharges 
on themselves

jp ccording to a new Defense 

~ Department study released 
April 7, gay discharges have 
steadily increased under the mili¬ 
tary’s “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” poli¬ 
cy - but the reason may be that ser- 
vicemembers believe announcing 
their homosexuality is a quick way 
to get out before their term of en¬ 
listment is finished. 

Although Defense Department 
figures show gay discharges rose 
by 67 percent in the first three 
years of the policy - from 597 dis¬ 
charges in 1994 to 997 in 1997 - 
the report stated that most were 
initiated by servicemembers de¬ 
claring their homosexuality. De¬ 
fense Department spokesman Ken 
Bacon echoed that explanation, 
and said that 82 percent of gay dis¬ 
charges in 1997 resulted from ser¬ 
vicemen and women voluntarily 
telling commanders that they were 


gay in violation of the “Don’t Tell” 
provision. Those cases are not in¬ 
vestigated, according to Bacon. 

He said the remaining 18 per¬ 
cent resulted from investigations 
of homosexual activity. To date no 
charges have been filed against 
servicemembers who have violat¬ 
ed the “Don’t Ask” provision. 

The report says the military 
should protect the privacy of ser¬ 
vicemen and women who declare 
themselves to be gay, and recom¬ 
mends new guidelines for pretrial 
agreements with servicemembers 
accused of homosexual activity. 
Military courts have sometimes 
reduced the charges against ser¬ 
vicemembers charged with con¬ 
sensual sex crimes, in exchange 
for information about other per¬ 
sonnel’s homosexuality. 

Finally, the report recom¬ 
mends that people be disciplined 
for falsely accusing members of 
the armed forces of homosexuali¬ 
ty to harass them. ▼

Dorothy von Beroldingen; and 
Carol Yaggi, a lesbian who’s run¬ 
ning for judge against gay attor¬ 
ney Ron Albers. 

The firm has run successful 
campaigns of other openly lesbian 
and gay candidates, including for¬ 
mer Supervisor Susan Leal’s race 
in 1994 and her successful run last 
year for treasurer, and San Mateo 
County Supervisor Rich Gordon’s 
race. 

Perhaps one of Shafer’s most 
successful campaigns was Demo¬ 
cratic Congresswoman Ellen 
Tauscher’s race in 1996 when she 
narrowly beat incumbent Repub¬ 
lican Bill Baker in Contra Costa 
County. The contest was one of 
the most-watched in the state. 

Before joining the firm, Shafer 
served former San Francisco Mayor 
Art Agnos from 1988 to 1989 as 
deputy press secretary, then as press 


secretary from 1989 to 1992. In that 
capacity he managed all aspects of 
daily communications, including 
coordinating public information 
during the 1989 Loma Prieta earth¬ 
quake. From 1992 to 1994, Shafer 
was chief of staff for state Con¬ 
troller Gray Davis, now lieutenant 
governor and a candidate for the 
state’s top job. 

Shafer, a graduate of Cornell 
University and native of Buffalo, 
New York, started his radio news 
career as a reporter with KPFA 
and KFBK in Sacramento in the 
early 1980s. It was while he was at 
the Sacramento station that he 
met his mentor, Norm Woodruff, 
who died of complications from 
AIDS 10 years ago. Shafer filed 
some of the first stories in the na¬ 
tion on the epidemic. 

“Morton Downey was the 
morning host and Norm hired 
Rush Limbaugh before he became 
famous,” recalled Shafer, who 
went on to KOIT-AM in San 
Francisco. ▼

IP he Clinton administration 
continued its strategy of stall 
It and delay on gays in the mil¬ 
itary. Waiting until the last possi¬ 
ble moment on Tuesday, March 
31, the Justice Department filed 
an intent to appeal the ruling in 
McVeigh v. Cohen. The case chal¬ 
lenges implementation of “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell.” 

Career petty officer Timothy 
McVeigh is the target of an anti¬ 
gay witchhunt launched by the 
Navy. The sailor has refused to 
comment on his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. But the Navy believes he is 
gay, based upon an illegally ob¬ 
tained online screen name and 
nothing more, and attempted to 
discharge McVeigh (who is no re¬ 
lation to the Oklahoma bombing 
suspect of the same name). A fed¬ 
eral court swatted the Navy down 
in January, issuing a permanent 
injunction allowing McVeigh to 
remain in the service. 

“When the Navy affirmatively 
took steps to confirm the identity 
of the e-mail respondent, it vio¬ 
lated the very essence of ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Pursue’ by launching a 
search and destroy mission,” 
wrote Judge Stanley Sporkin. 
“This Court finds that the Navy 
has gone too far ... [The] policy 
clearly was aimed at accommo¬ 
dating gay men and women in the 
military.” 

At that time Sporkin said he

the Judge on March 26, asking for 
compliance with the original 
order. Sporkin agreed, ordering 
the Navy to justify its actions by 
May 1, and he set a June 1 hearing 
date. 

Justice Department spokes¬ 
man Joe Krovisky said that the 
Navy felt “He just didn’t qualify 
for this particular chief of boat 
position.” And in court, govern¬ 
ment attorney David Glass cited 
the “confined conditions aboard 
the nuclear submarine.” 

This is but the best known ex¬ 
ample of continued harassment 
of lesbians and gays in the mili¬ 
tary which calls into question the 
Clinton administration’s resolve 
to fairly implement “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell.” 

“The public was justifiably 
outraged that the Navy broke the 
law, and now the military is using 
that outrage as an excuse to pun¬ 
ish McVeigh,” said John Arvosis, 
an online consultant to the sailor. 
“There is no honor in trying to 
gratuitously destroy the career of 
a decorated American.” 

Dixon Osburn, co-director of 
the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network, is puzzled by the 
administration’s action. “It would 
appear that the decision by Judge 
Sporkin is consistent with what 
Clinton’s own views of this policy 
are. It is the Navy which is not 
consistent with that.” 

He urged the Navy to play by 
its own rules on “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell, Don’t Pursue,” and warned if 
it doesn’t, it will be “spawning an 
entirely new generation of litiga¬ 
tion.” T

San Francisco judge has de- 
nied state motions to shut 
down a medical marijuana 
outlet, and has instead scheduled 
a jury trial for April 27. 

Superior Court Judge David 
Garcia said Friday, April 3 there 
are triable issues in the state civil 
case pursued by Attorney General 
Dan Lungren. 

Lungren wanted the court to 
close the San Francisco Cannabis 
Club, padlock its doors, confiscate 
all property, and evict all persons 
from the premises, based on find¬ 
ings for a preliminary injunction 
issued against it earlier. 


, He filed two related motions 
that Garcia denied, but the judge 
also denied a motion by defen¬ 
dants Dennis Peron and Beth 
Moore to dismiss Lungren’s case. 

Operators say the outlet is 
complying with Proposition 215, 
the voter-approved initiative that 
allows the use of marijuana to 
relieve the suffering of people 
with AIDS and other chronic ill¬ 
nesses. 

In late February, Garcia or¬ 
dered Peron to stop selling mari¬ 
juana after the state Supreme 
Court let stand an appeals court 
ruling that the club isn’t a “care¬ 
giver” under Proposition 215. 

The judge says the trial will 
focus on the caregiver issue, 


which Garcia had addressed earli¬ 
er in determining that the club 
met the law’s criteria. He was 
overruled by the appeals court. 

Peron and Cannabis Club legal 
analyst John Entwistle remained 
committed to keeping the club 
open. “The state cannot shut us 
down unless it proves that we are 
outside the bounds of Prop. 215,” 
Peron said. “Activists and lawyers 
agree that the legal battle that has 
gone on is superfluous, because 
the passage of 215 means that we 
are legal.” 

Entwistle added, “You cannot 
enjoin a legal act.” 

Peron concurred, saying, “We 
have always served a higher law 
— the law of saving lives.” ▼

: hen Alaine Lowell heard 
over the AP wire that the 
courts and California At¬ 
torney General Dan Lungren were 
attempting to close down the 
state’s medical cannabis clubs, she 
knew something had to be done.

to grow it by themselves if they’re 
going to be forced into that situa¬ 
tion,”’ Lowell told the B.A.R., re¬ 
ferring to the recent California 
Court of Appeals ruling that buy¬ 
ers clubs cannot be considered 
Proposition 215-sanctioned “pri¬ 
mary caregivers.” 

Just last year, Lowell and her 
associates, Kathleen Kroll and 
George Holtz, produced Grow 
Dutch, a home video guide and 
documentary about marijuana 
cultivation in Holland that shows 
viewers, step-by-step, the Dutch 
techniques of cultivating high- 
quality marijuana indoors, along 
with the history, botany, and med¬ 
ical uses of the drug. Parallax Pro¬ 
ductions had made Grow Dutch, 
which they sell by mail-order for 
$19.95, to raise money for a docu¬ 
mentary on marijuana, called 
America's War Against Marijuana, 
that they began filming four year 
ago with the hopes of a national 
broadcast on PBS. In just a year’s 
time, according to Lowell, they 
have already sold well over 1,000 
copies of the video. 

Lowell had initially wanted to 
producing a three-part documen¬ 
tary on the entire history of mar¬ 
ijuana, but she said, PBS wasn’t 
interested in a piece with such a 
broad scope. So she decided to 
pick the most pressing aspect — 
the government’s war against the 
drug. Lowell said they first be¬ 
came interested in the marijuana 
issue after Holtz had read The Em¬ 
peror Has No Clothes, which she 
said opened their eyes to the huge 
cost of the war on drugs, both in 
tax dollars and human lives. 

“As we researched it, we found 
that the war against marijuana 
was the most important issue — 
taxwise and healthwise with 
people being denied marijuana 
for no reason. We thought if peo¬ 
ple knew the facts they wouldn’t 
be so quick to condemn it,” Low¬ 
ell told the B.A.R. 

“Something like 75-80 percent 
of prisoners are non-violent drug 
offenders, and we spend $30 billion 
annually on prisons. Yet 75 percent 
of the war on drugs is against mar¬ 
ijuana,” Lowell said, noting that “It 
doesn’t seem constitutional that 
you can be denied a plant.” 

A tape for a doctor’s note 

The documentary, which the 
filmmakers hope to have complet¬ 
ed by this fall, follows a medical 
marijuana patient who had been

arrested for using marijuana, as 
well as an American glaucoma pa¬ 
tient who moved to Holland after 
being arrested in Kentucky for 
growing marijuana for medicinal 
use. “He lost his farm, his job — 
everything, “ Lowell noted. But 
completion of the documentary is 
contingent on finding the funding 
they need to complete the film, 
which has mainly been financed 
by their personal savings, video 
sales, grants written under the 
tax-deductible status of their um¬ 
brella organization, the Interna¬ 
tional Documentary Association, 
and even a donation from Pre¬ 
tenders’ lead singer Chrissie 
Hynde, who also donated a song 
for use in the Grow Dutch video. 

Lowell was also pleased to note 
that they had just given away their 
first free copy of Grow Dutch at a 
medical marijuana demonstra¬ 
tion held in Southern California. 
“We were there in front of the 
news cameras,” she said. “He 
showed me his doctor’s note, and 
I gave him the video.”

Z he HIV-Positive Youth 
Speakers Bureau, a program 
>1 of the Health Initiative for 
Youth (HIFY), will be holding a 
training seminar for HIV-positive 
young persons ages 25 and under 
who are interested in joining the 
Speakers Bureau on the weekend 
of April 17-19. This training will 
prepare young people in the areas 
of public speaking, group facilita¬ 
tion, and HIV issues. 

“Our philosophy at the Speak¬ 
ers Bureau is that it’s an opportu¬ 
nity for other young people to 
hear a testimony of what it is to be 
living with HIV as a young per¬ 
son,” HIFY Community Health 
Education Coordinator Kim 
Compoc told the B.A.R. 

Founded in June of 1992 with 
money from the Ryan White Care 
Act, the HIV-positive Youth 
Speakers Bureau has supported 
more than 70 young HIV-positive 
speakers and has reached tens of 
thousands of young people, their

providers, and community leaders 
across the nation. The bureau typ¬ 
ically conducts their hour-long 
speaking engagements in “youth- 
friendly” spaces, such as a class¬ 
room or community center in a 
format that Compoc describes as 
“heart to heart, toe to toe, youth to 
youth.” Speakers share their expe¬ 
riences with their personal battles 
with HIV, the behaviors and activ¬ 
ities that led to their HIV infec¬ 
tion, what it is like to test positive 
for HIV, and information about 
their lives today. “We’re not work¬ 
ing from a ‘just say no’ mentality,” 
added Compoc, who pointed out 
the myriad issues involved. 

“We focus on self-esteem 
building and community building 
among participants,” says Com¬ 
poc, who says they’ve found that 
the Speakers Bureau training also 
improves the self-esteem of the 
HIV-positive participants. 

“The coming out process is 
very therapeutic for a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” she said, because it helps 
them overcome their own denial 
about the disease and “because 
they know that they’re helping 


other young people like them¬ 
selves make better choices.” 

HIFY also publishes Reality, a 
free magazine by and for HIV¬ 
positive young people. According 
to Compoc, the magazine mimics 
a People Magazine look, covering 
issues for young people who are 
living with HIV and including po¬ 
etry, photography, health and 
treatment issues, and personal 
stories. 

Although the training seminar 
is limited to 10 participants, Com¬ 
poc said there is still space avail¬ 
able for interested HIV-positive 
youth. 

“A special invitation goes out 
to women, people of color, and 
heterosexual males in particular,” 
Compoc added. ▼

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Glimmers of hope regarding PML

. aving lived with HIV for 17 
years with no serious op- 

: portunistic infections, 
things were going well for Ray 
Perry in March of 1997. “I had 
been on a protease inhibitor cock¬ 
tail for four months, T-cells were 
up to 200, and I was feeling most¬ 
ly good,” he now recalls. But in 
April of 1997, the now 44-year- 
old former truck driver experi¬ 
enced some strange symptoms. 

“I am left-handed and noticed 
that while driving my left arm 
would get heavy and I would drift 
out of my lane. Simple things, like 
holding a bowl or whisking eggs 
for an omelet, would tire my left 
hand and arm very quickly. My 
doctor checked this and checked 
that, but found nothing. Weeks 
went by and the weakness became 
really noticeable and my left leg 
became affected. I went back to 
the doctor and said something is 
really wrong.” 

Perry’s doctor ordered an MRI 
brain scan which “he told me 
showed something, but he wasn’t 
sure what.” A spinal tap was in¬ 
conclusive. “They told me, ‘We 
think you have PML, but we can’t 
be sure without a brain biopsy.’ 
The biopsy was not nearly as bad 
as it sounds, there was no pain 
and I joked with the surgeon the 
whole time. The results came back 
and they told me I had PML, that 
PML was untreatable, and I had 
one to four months to live.” 

PML (progressive multifocal 
leukoencephalopathy) is an infec¬ 
tion of the brain by JC virus, a 
virus found in 85 percent of 
all people, usually in the 
kidneys. JC virus is 
only harmful to 
those chronically im- 
munosuppressed. 

Studies suggest that PML 
' exists in two to seven per¬ 
cent of AIDS patients, with 
higher numbers 
coming from autopsy 
studies, suggesting 
PML is under-diag¬ 
nosed during life. There may be 
less awareness of PML than other 
AIDS-related diseases because the 
tests needed to correctly diagnose 
it are expensive and sound un¬ 
pleasant, because doctors are like¬ 
ly to treat for other conditions like 
toxoplasmosis first, and because 
PML can very rapidly disable and 
kill. Prior to widespread use of 
protease inhibitors, average sur¬ 
vival time after a PML diagnosis 
was four months, although in¬ 
creasing cases of stabilization and 
remission are occurring, especial¬ 
ly among those receiving aggres¬ 
sive anti-HIV treatment. Early 
symptoms of PML can include 
disturbances in speech, vision, 
hearing, walking, or body strength 
and coordination. 

‘A bunch of crap’ 

For reasons he can’t quite ex¬ 
plain, Ray Perry did not accept his 
doctor’s grim prognosis. “1 re¬ 
member thinking: ‘That’s a bunch 
of crap. I know other people have 
dealt with this and 1 choose not to 
accept this sentence of death.’ I 
had never touched a computer 
but I knew I needed to get on the 
Internet. By the time a book or 
periodical is out, it is out of date, 
and I knew I needed stuff that was 
happening not six months ago, 
but last week.” 

Perry went to a public library 
near his home in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon. “I turned the computer on 
and started pushing buttons. It 



the function came back to his left 
side. 

“When this started, the PML 
lesions in my brain measured 46 
cubic centimeters, then they 
shrunk to 8 c.c. after the initial 
treatment,” Perry said. “On Feb¬ 
ruary 6, 1998, I had an MRI in 
Oregon which showed the lesions 
to be gone completely.” 

Dan Cusick, veteran AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, former member of ACT UP 
Golden Gate, and Project Inform 
employee, opted not to try 
topotecan when diagnosed with 
PML in 1995. “In June 1995, I 
rented a car and noticed that I 
didn’t see cars pass me on the left 
until they were 20 feet ahead. I 
went to my eye doctor thinking I 
was having a glaucoma attack. He

jammed every few minutes, but 
the librarian helped me. I found 
articles about several experimen¬ 
tal studies that all proved to be for 
naught, and the names of neurol¬ 
ogists all over the country 
whom I called. Someone 
told me about a 
^ SmithKline Beecham 
study of topotecan 
with a site San Francis¬ 
co. It was the end of 
June at this point and I 
was in a wheelchair, 
but I flew down and 
did the intake with 
Dr. Dawn McGuire at 
Davies Hospital, and by the end of 
July started my first of three, 
three-week intravenous infusions 
of topotecan.” 

Dr. Dawn McGuire, a nation¬ 
ally recognized experts in PML 
treatment, stresses accurate defin¬ 
itive diagnosis when asked about 
current prospects for those facing 
PML. “We miss diagnosing PML 
often and we often call brain le¬ 
sions PML when they are not. 
Zoster, CMV, and lymphoma can 
all imitate PML on CT or MRI 
scans and in symptoms. The first 
two patients that came to me for 
topotecan had a definitive diag¬ 
noses of PML by MRI. After brain 
biopsy, one patient actually had a 
herpes zoster infection causing 
the lesions, which was treatable 
with acyclovir infusions. The sec¬ 
ond was a patient at Kaiser, and 
we had to fight to get them to pay 
for a brain biopsy. We did a spinal 
tap PCR looking for JC virus and 
it came back negative. That al¬ 
lowed us to argue to Kaiser that 
we needed a brain biopsy for a de¬ 
finitive diagnose. It turned out the 
man had lymphoma, which was 
treatable, and he is now doing 
well. 

“Patients have a right to get a 
definitive diagnosis when there 
are therapeutic options, and you 
can not diagnose PML with MRI 
or CT scans alone. Serious com¬ 
plications from brain biopsies are 
less than one percent, and when 
dealing with brain lesions quick, 


accurate diagnosis is critically im¬ 
portant. When a definitive diag¬ 
nose of PML is made early, pa¬ 
tients have two therapeutic op¬ 
tions, one is to maximize anti- 
HIV therapy, which improves the 
immune response and may help 
inhibit the JC virus by reducing 
levels of HIV-TAT protein, and 
the other is topotecan.” 

Topotecan is compound mar¬ 
keted by SmithKline Beecham for 
ovarian cancer under the name 
Hycamtin. It is a semi-synthetic 
derivative of camptothecin, an ex¬ 
tract of an oriental tree that was 
first investigated in 1958. Topote¬ 
can interferes with DNA creation 
in cells. Both cancer cells and 
viruses must create DNA to mul¬ 
tiply, while most cells in an adult 
body do not multiply and do not 
create new DNA. Targeting DNA 
creation is one of the few ways to 
kill cancer cells without killing all 
other cells in the patient. It is also 
one of the few ways to kill some 
viruses, because viruses hijack 
normally cell functions to repro¬ 
duce. Targeting DNA creation 
does lead to depleting white blood 
cells and red blood cells, which are 
constantly reproduced, and 
topotecan, like other anti-cancer 
drugs, has side-effects of serious 
anemia and neutropenia. 

Perry experienced these side 
effects, but something also dra¬ 
matically worked for him. “I did 
one three-week infusion of the 
drug in San Francisco and there 
was an immediate improvement, 
then I went home for a week. 
When I came back, the drug had 
suppressed my bone marrow so 
much that we delayed the second 
infusions for two weeks.” Perry ul¬ 
timately did three courses of 
topotecan and needed a total of 
10 blood transfusions during 
treatment, but his condition im¬ 
proved with each treatment. 

McGuire reports that during 
the end of the first round of treat¬ 
ment, Perry could use his leg, dur¬ 
ing the second round of treatment 
he could use his left arm, after the 
third round of treatment, most of

| arathon and the half 

I 'll I marathon-are possibly the 
I hardest of sporting events 

in terms of endurance. Not only 
are you racing against others, but 
also the clock, the incredible fa¬ 
tigue, and the pain and pressure 
shooting up your legs. De¬ 
spite the well-known 
“runner’s high” of such 
intense effort, your lungs 
ache. Your mouth dries 
up. The finish line seems 
farther away with every 
step. It’s a glorious form of 
torture. 

But popular tor¬ 
ture. According to last 
week’s tally from Am¬ 
sterdam, some 1,100 
people will compete 
in this open event. Over 500 of 
those folks will be from the U.S. 

Anne Ludwig is also one of 
those folks who loves the 
marathon, as do her fellow mem¬ 
bers of Bay Area Distance Run¬ 
ners and San Francisco Front 
Runners. Anne will be doing the 
half marathon, which she consid¬ 
ers a lot less grueling than the full 
marathon. “I’ve seen people crawl 
their way to the finish line,” she 
says. “That’s a bit much.” 

Front Runners’ name, of 
course, is derived from the classic 
novel by Patricia Nell Warren, who 
was instrumental in starting the 
world’s first official gay and les¬ 
bian sporting group 25 years ago. 

Around that time, in Iowa as a 
closeted baby dyke, Ludwig played 
softball in a recreational league. 


“Although I’ve been running for 
25 years,” she says, “I never got 
faster.” Even so, her skills have im¬ 
proved; surprisingly, Ludwig 
smoked cigarettes until five years 
ago, which she credits as having 
helped her endurance. 

It was about the time she 
kicked the tobacco habit that “I 
joined Front Runners for social 
aspect. It keeps you running,” she 
says. Besides, it keeps 
away that old “lone¬ 
liness of the long¬ 
distance runner” of anoth¬ 
er sort of literary fame. Lone¬ 
liness seems anathema to the 
group, which is 250 members 
strong. 

“I run during the 
week, too,” she says, 
“but I almost always 
go to Saturday run” 
with the group. 

Ludwig has also remained in¬ 
jury-free, at least from running 
pains and sprains. “I’ve been in¬ 
credibly lucky. Running itself is 
pretty safe, and a cheap sport. You 
don’t need much equipment.” 

She is careful not to overtrain, 
though, and mentions o'ther club 
members who run a marathon a 
month. “There are people in the 
group who are competitive. Some 
members have had great times, 
and even set records.” 

As expected, distance runners 
enjoy other long-distance sports. 
Ludwig recently did a bike ride 
across Iowa. During her trek she 
came across a small town that had 
a Wizard of Oz festival, and had 
even painted the main street with 
gold bricks and hung a huge rain¬ 
bow over the town square. Ludwig 


declined to mention the alterna¬ 
tive significance of the rainbow. 

Fairy to Ferry 

Dave Studach is another pillar 
of the running community who 
agrees that some marathons are 
tougher than others. “Sometimes 
it’s great,” he says. “But sometimes 
the first mile mark seems like it’s 
way farther than it should be.” 

For training, he recommends 
that runners “make sure you have 
a good base and can run 13 miles 
easily.” With his team, “after that 
we do a steps program of longer 
runs every two weeks. We start 
with 13-milers, build up gradual¬ 


ly to 18-20, ending with a 23- 
miler. That’s been our style.” A 
popular run is the 23-mile Fairy 
to Ferry, which goes from the Cas¬ 
tro to Tiburon. 

As a kid, Studach swam and 
wrestled in Corvallis, Oregon. He 
didn’t start running until moving 
to San Francisco in 1976. He’s 
been running for 15 years, and at 
marathons in Boston, New York, 
Berlin, and “other places all up 
and down the West Coast.” His fa¬ 
vorites include Stockholm and 
Dublin. Gay Games V will be his 
40th event! 

Thirty-three people are going 
to Amsterdam with the team. In 
addition to Team SF jackets, run¬ 
ners will also compete in team 
singlets, and Studach is looking 
forward to so much Bay Area vis¬ 
ibility in the Netherlands. “They’ll 
be saying, ‘The people from San 
Francisco are all over!”’ 

Studach has no problem with 
the number of competitors in 
massive runs. “Unless you’re an 
elite athlete, you can’t compete 
against everyone,” he says. “Nor¬ 
mally you’re competing against 
yourself. Unless you put that pres¬ 
sure on yourself, there’s no pres¬ 
sure.” 

Studach’s advice for novice 
runners: “Build up gradually and 
don’t attack all at once. Don’t 
overtrain. Enjoy peaks and val¬ 
leys.” His recommended pattern: 
one week go hard, then soft, and 
do this in monthly and yearly cy¬ 
cles. “Give yourself a chance to 
rest. Don’t be afraid to stop and 
walk during a training run.” 

Staying in shape 

If there is a problem at the Gay 
Games in Amsterdam, it is that 
the marathon is on the final day, 
which will accommodate the 
many athletes competing in other 
events. But the difficulty for 
marathoners will be staying in 
training throughout a week of fes¬ 
tivities, parties, and foreign food. 

To make sure they’re prepared, 
Bay Area Distance Runners will 
pick up the pace of their training, 
increasing their Sunday runs to 10 
miles. Local events are also help¬ 
ing the team get in gear — partic¬ 
ularly the famous/infamous/no¬ 
torious Bay to Breakers run a little 
more than a month away, on May 
17. (The month after that will be 
the annual Pride Run where het¬ 
erosexuals can participate only if 
they don’t ask and don’t tell.) 

Ludwig has run several times 
in both Pride and Bay to Breakers. 
It’s an annual tradition for BADR 
and Front Runners to make them¬ 
selves visibly noticed at Bay to 


Breakers each year, usually with 
some of the group holding aloft a 
huge rainbow flag. This year’s 
theme is “25 Years of Running 
Queers,” and there will be more 
queer runners than ever before. 

It seems such visibility is still 
necessary. The last time Ludwig 
helped carry the rainbow flag, a 
few people complimented the de¬ 
sign, but were still clueless about 
its significance. “Obviously,” she 
says, “they were from out of 
town!” Maybe Iowa. 

• DO RUN, RUN - Front Run¬ 
ners meet every Saturday at 9 a.m. 
at Stow Lake Boathouse in Golden 
Gate Park, and Tuesdays at 6:30 
p.m. at the Ferry Terminal Build¬ 
ing (at the end of Market Street) 
in the Financial District, with 
runs along the Embarcadero to¬ 
ward Fisherman’s Wharf.

? «■ ' he Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence will be hosting 
two events over the upcom¬ 
ing holiday weekend. First, on 
Good Friday (April 10) they will 
hold what Sister Ann R. Key 
called “a cleansing ritual to rid the 
city of hatred and intolerance.” 
The group will first meet at 9 
p.m. outside of the Loading Dock 
bar at the corner of Mission and 
11th Streets where Brian Wilmes 
was murdered on March 12. 

The 9 p.m. time slot is set to 
coincide with the time of the 
murder, Sister Ann R. Key told 
the B.A.R. and will “give people 
who want to express anger or sad¬ 
ness a place to vent their feelings.” 

Following the ritual, the Sis¬ 
ters will lead a candlelight pro¬ 
cession back to the Castro, where 
a second cleansing ritual will take 
place at 10:30 p.m. People are en¬ 
couraged to attend both cleans¬ 
ings, bringing votive candles, 
flowers, memorials, and whistles 
for safety. 

Sunday, April 12 will mark the 
occasion of everybody’s favorite 
sacred holiday — the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence’s 19th an¬ 
nual founding celebration, In¬ 
dulgence in the Park IV. This 
year’s event will be celebrated 
with a family-oriented picnic and 
Easter egg hunt in the Castro’s 
Collingwood Park from noon to 
3 p.m. There will be various ac¬

determined that I had lost my left 
peripheral vision, but in both 
eyes, which ruled out glaucoma. 
He told me it was either lym¬ 
phoma, a stroke, or PML. My T- 
cells had never been below 500, 
and so he ruled out PML and di¬ 
agnosed a stroke. I was referred 
me to Dawn McGuire, who sus¬ 
pected PML from the MRI even 
though my T-cell count was not 
down at 20, when PML almost al¬ 
ways occurs. A brain biopsy con¬ 
firmed it was PML. I decided to 
try an aggressive anti-viral ap¬ 
proach rather than topotecan. 
This was August 1995, and 3tc and 
Saquinavir had been through 
clinical trials but were not on the 
market. I couldn’t get the drugs 
through compassionate release, 
but someone on a 3tc study gave 
me half his drug and someone on 
a double-dose Saquinavir study 
gave me half his, and I started on 
3tc, Saquinavir, and 1200 mil¬ 
ligrams of AZT. Within two 
weeks, my viral load went from 
46,000 to undetectable and the le¬ 
sions started shrinking and were 
gone in a year and a half. I feel 
good now, though I haven’t gotten 
my peripheral vision back, but 
haven’t had any further symptoms 
or evidence of PML.” 

While Perry and McGuire both 
strongly believe the topotecan 
helped him, the drug’s developers 
are not ready to attribute any suc¬ 
cess to the drug. “We are cau¬ 
tiously hopeful that topotecan 
will help people with PML,” ex¬ 
plains SmithKline Beecham 
spokesperson Sharyn Arnold. “It 
is a difficult study because we 
want anyone getting topotecan to 
be on the best anti-HIV medicine 
available for them, but it is then 
hard to know whether any benefit 
is due to topotecan or the other 
anti-HIV drugs. We also require a 
brain biopsy diagnosis and don’t 


downplay the serious potential 
side effects, and that may discour¬ 
age people from trying the drugs.” 

Perry strongly believes people 
and doctors dealing with HIV 
need to inform themselves about 
PML and be prepared to address 
it quickly. “I want people to know 
what I went through and God for¬ 
bid that they should have their 
doctor misdiagnose them for two 
months then tell them to go home 
and pick out a casket. If I had 
been diagnosed earlier, I might 
not be have the residual paralysis 
I have today.” 

While the outlook for those 
experiencing symptoms of PML is 
not good, a prudent treatment 
strategy would include immediate 
use of non-invasive diagnostic 
procedures such as MRI, opti¬ 
mization of anti-HIV therapy, im¬ 
mediate consideration of invasive 
diagnostic procedures such as 
spinal tap and brain biopsy, and 
quick evaluation of possible ex¬ 
perimental treatments, such as 
topotecan. ▼

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pierce Cunningham dance company in berheleij

T he venerable Merce Cunningham Dance 
Company was at Zellerbach Hall last week¬ 
end for the first of yearly residencies at the 
University of California, Berkeley campus. 
Cunningham has been received on these 
shores many times before, most recently in a landmark in- 
the-round premiere of the stunning full-length Ocean in 
1996, but now we can expect him and his sprites to mate¬ 
rialize more regularly. 

For the Cunningham spectator, every performance is a 
lesson in irony. His body is limited, but his mind grows 
evermore nimble. The great choreographer is now 80, and 


as he grows more disabled by age and infirmity, his dancers 
realize the work not through direct example but by an ex¬ 
traordinary creative osmosis brought on by his epic lega¬ 
cy and particular movement vocabulary. As befitting the 
supreme high lama of abstract modern dance, his dances 
refuse to reference the accompanying music, a story, even 
a mood felt or intended. Even so, his dancers are embedded 
in a-style so unmistakably Cunninghamesque that they 
begin to reference themselves. One takes refuge not in any 
“meaning” behind the movement, but in the first or fifth 
Cunningham performance you saw, and how the work has 
or has not changed over the years. The man has created his 
own universe, as predictable as it is unique. 

Windows, the first piece of the repertory performance 
last Friday, was a case in point. Dancers were clad in the

The Odd Couple’s very even Neil Simon

: n Neil Simon’s memoir, 
Rewrites, AIDS serves as a 

’ time-marker the three times 
it’s mentioned: “My brother 
Danny ... never met a woman he 
didn’t want to bed, and never even 
waited for the bed to accomplish 
his desires. To him sex was a 
shooting gallery, and every duck 
that popped up was more desir¬ 
able than the last one. He rarely 
missed ... This was all, of course, 
in a pre-AIDS world.” 

“Homosexuality” — unlike 
“Pearl Harbor,” “papaya injec¬ 
tions,” and “AIDS” — does not 
make it into to his index at all. We 
are there, though, as odds-in- 
creasers for those wanting to get 
laid. Recalling the pre-Broadway 
tour of Promises, Promises, Mr. 
Simon writes, “With the male 
chorus, while not entirely so, a 
large number of men would be 
gay. That leaves a disproportion¬ 
ate number of women who are 
alone. But not for long... We were 
in a pre-AIDS world where all you 
had to worry about was your con¬ 
science and your discretion.” 

Well, we never expected much 
gay lib from the Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning dramatist who has over 
30 plays and 25 screenplays under 
his belt. There are the musicals 
(Come Blow Your Horn, Sweet 
Charity), the comedies ( Barefoot 
in the Park, The Sunshine Boys), 
and the original movies ( The Out- 
of-Towner s, Murder by Death). 
But with the exception of Richard 
Dreyfus’ stereotypically queer 
Richard the III in The Goodbye 
Girl, which was a directorial 
choice, we could go to enjoy 
Simon’s often hilarious works 
without fear of being bashed. 

Thought of as America’s most 
successful modern playwright, 
Simon could not help but have a 
major impact on our own writers, 
and not just structure-wise. He 
was one of the first to fight the 
“Jew taboo,” as playwright Bill (As 
Is) Hoffman notes: “You have to 
understand when Simon was 
growing up, his relatives were all 
being murdered in Europe, and it 
was Jewish people who were espe¬ 
cially hard on other Jewish peo¬ 
ple. They didn’t want to be seen as 
too Jewish because they were re¬ 
ally frightened for their lives. It 
can’t be overestimated what a 
pressure this was. In very much 
the same way, hatred against gays 
became internalized, and the 
greatest anti-gay monitors be¬ 
came gays themselves. The same 
thing happened where each Jew 
was turned into a Jew-hater by an 
anti-Jewish society. To assert any 
kind of Jewishness on stage was a 
heroic act in those days.” 

Simon says 

The bespectacled Simon, who 
has just flown in to Manhattan to 
promote his new film The Odd 
Couple II, nods comfortably in a 
big chair in Paramount’s offices. “I 
didn’t do it [write explicitly Jew¬ 
ish characters] at first because I 
had a producer who always said 
we were trying to attract ‘the car¬ 
riage trade,’ meaning wealthy peo¬ 
ple from Park Avenue. Even 
though the people in my mind 
were Jewish, they didn’t have Jew¬ 
ish names. In The Odd Couple, are 
Oscar and Felix Jewish? In my 
mind, Oscar was and Felix wasn’t. 

It wasn’t until a critic pointed it 
out. He said, ‘If your characters 
are Jewish, why don’t you say it?’ I

finally did.” 

But are Felix and Oscar even a 
little gay? There’s Felix’s extreme 
neatness and, especially in this se¬ 
quel, the two men’s love for each 
other, and their eventual prefer¬ 
ence for each other’s company. It’s 
like a long, difficult marriage be¬ 
tween two members of a gay se¬ 
niors’ group. 

“It was inspired by my brother 
and a friend of his named Roy 
Gerber. They both got divorced 
around the same time, so they de¬ 
cided to room together and save 
money because they had alimony 
to pay. Then they went a step fur¬ 
ther. Well, instead of taking girls 
out to dinner, why don’t we cook 
here and we’ll save more money. 
So my brother was the cook, and 
Roy was kind of lackadaisical. 


Sidney: I have never hidden 
behind doors, but I am discreet. 

Diana: Discreet? You did 
everything but lick his artichoke. 

By the end of the act, the two 
again declare their love for each 
other. 

Sidney: I am always here for 
you, Diana. 

Diana: My friendly filling sta¬ 
tion. Why don’t you stick to your 
own kind, Sidney? If it’s anything 
I hate, it’s a bisexual homosexual. 
Or is it the other way around? 

Sidney: It works either way. 

Diana: Sidney! Jesus Christ, 
Sidney, I love you so much. 

Sidney: I know that... 

This sweet and bitchy relation¬ 
ship was often dropped when the 
play toured small towns, but it 
was the highlight of the 1978 film

Danny was very precise. He made 
the dinner for 7:15 and he’d ask, 
‘When are the girls coming?’ 
Roy’d say, ‘I don’t know. 7:30, 8, 
8:15.’ Danny would get furious 
because his dinner would get ru¬ 
ined ... Danny, by the way, has 
shared in the profits of it all these 
years, which he deserves, I think ” 

Pick-up at the Oscars 

Well, so much for projected 
homosexuality. But in his 1976 
play California Suite, Simon cre¬ 
ated a hit show about four couples 
who stay at the Beverly Hills 
Hotel. One pair, a British thespi- 
an nominated for a Best Actress 
Oscar and her gay antique-dealing 
spouse, show up for the ceremo¬ 
ny. She loses and gets drunk, and 
he picks up a future date. 

Diana: Adam — wasn’t that his 
name? Adam, the first man.... Not 
very appropriate for you, is it? ... 
He did look very Californian, I 
thought. Sort of a ballsy Doris Day. 

Sidney: Oh, Christ, Diana, 
come off it. We keep up a front for 
everyone else, why can’t we do it 
for ourselves? 

Diana: You mean lie to each 
other that we’re perfectly well- 
mated? A closet couple — is that 
what we are, Sidney? 


version starring Michael Caine 
and Maggie Smith, who won an 
Oscar for her part. 

Never a cheap shot 

At the time, Christopher 
Street's Jack Hiemenz opined: 
“How refreshing, in a mass-enter¬ 
tainment movie, to find an actor 
of Michael Caine’s eminence play¬ 
ing a homosexual who is appeal¬ 
ing, intelligent, not a stereotype, 
yet able to deliver such lines as, ‘If 
I had worn your dress, it would 
have hung properly!’ (So far as I 
can recall, Neil Simon — amaz¬ 
ingly, for a hetero commercial 
comic writer — has never taken 
any cheap shots at gays.)” 

Why was Simon, who has said 
he has tried to avoid social issues 
in his plays, so pro-gay? 

“When I said social issues, I 
think I meant political issues 
more than social,” Simon says. 
“Because with political issues, you 
can’t get the product out to coin¬ 
cide with the thing that’s going 
on. Usually by the time you get 
that play out or the movie out, 
that political issue is of the past. 
It’s amazing that Primary Colors is 
out right now. That happens once 
in a lifetime. 

“But the thing with Michael 


Caine in that role I thought was 
timeless in a way. Not completely 
timeless, because the gay commu¬ 
nity hadn’t completely come out 
then. But I don’t think that was 
the character’s problem. I just 
think that was an interesting situ¬ 
ation because I knew some people 
like that. He was gay. She was not. 
They had as good a marriage as 
they possibly could. I think they 
really loved each other, and he had 


his other life, and she either put 
up with it or she didn’t. But the 
fact that there was something un¬ 
attainable there, and yet they still 
loved each other, is what I thought 
was really touching.” 

And it still is, even after Sidney 
gets to spout: “What a nasty streak 
you have when you drink ... Also 
when you eat and sit and walk.”

Queens enmeshed

t’s easy to understand why 
: Glenn Close and Meryl Streep 

have been talking about pro¬ 
ducing for themselves a film ver¬ 
sion of Mary Stuart. To find two 
powerful roles for women in the 
same vehicle is rare indeed. These 
two heavy-duty screen personali¬ 
ties could probably give Friedrich 
Schiller’s often turgid historical 
melodrama the kick it needs for 
contemporary audiences. 

Mary Stuart, first produced in 
Germany in 1800, was Schiller’s 
greatest success, but the English- 
language theater has never fully 
warmed to the playwright. 
Schiller as an ersatz Shakespeare, 
and his plays as operas without 
the music are among the com¬ 
plaints heard against the play¬ 
wright, despite his exalted reputa¬ 
tion in Europe. The American 
Conservatory Theater wants to 
give Mary Stuart another chance, 
and even commissioned a new 
translation to address these per¬ 
ceived deficiencies. The results are 
mixed, but the heartening news is 
that the long evening grows more 
compelling in its final hour. 

Schiller’s great invention is an 
imagined meeting between 
Queen Elizabeth and her Catholic 
rival Mary, Queen of Scots. And it 
is from that point on that the 
plot’s gears, set up in long-winded 
exposition, begin to mesh. A first 
act devoid of even subtle humor 
gives way to a second half rich in 
the ironies and personalities of 
politics. 

No spin 

The new translation by 
Michael Feingold, a theater critic 
at the Village Voice , is pointedly 
not an adaptation. There is no 
discernible contemporary spin 
given to the dialogue, situations, 
or attitudes. The language re¬ 
mains thick and stylized, and di¬ 
rector Carey Perloff is in concert 
with those qualities in a some¬ 
times elegant, sometimes static

staging on a stark set of massive 
pillars. 

Although Elizabeth emerges as 
the victor in her long-running ri¬ 
valry with Mary, hers is a com¬ 
plex personality fraught with in¬ 
securities and uncertainties. That 
makes her a more interesting 
character than the headstrong 
Mary, and Caroline Lagerfelt cap¬ 
tures and highlights these nu¬ 
ances. The facets are less defined 
in Susan Gibney’s otherwise pas¬ 
sionate rendering of Mary, and 
the remaining cast of nobles, 
courtiers, and servants is ad¬ 


mirably filled. 

A.C.T. is offering a new varia¬ 
tion on Mary Stuart, but one that 
takes few liberties with Schiller. It 
is an approach that remains true 
to its source even as it demands 
patience from the audience. The 
rewards the evening does provide 
suggest that more will be heard 
from Mary Stuart. T

' Shimmer' at the Magic 

Troubled youth

heatrical magic can be store 
.; bought, but all the expen¬ 
sive bells, whistles and chan¬ 
deliers pale to what John O’Keefe 
conjures by himself on a bare 
stage. In Shimmer, now at the 
Magic Theatre, the performer- 
playwright returns to his signa¬ 
ture piece, which so convincingly 
transports us to another place and 
time, where a teenager’s imagina¬ 
tion is often his only defense. 

“This story is true,” O’Keefe 
says at the start of the monologue. 
“Well, most of it...” 

What is true is that O’Keefe, 
like the narrator in Shimmer, 
spent a good portion of his early 
years in an Iowa work farm for 
troubled youth. The time is the 
mid ’50s, and the 15-year-old O’¬ 
Keefe has been given the nick¬ 
name Captain Spacey because of 
his dreams of becoming an astro¬ 
naut. His best friend at the farm is 
a strange but imaginative fellow 
named Gary who argues that dirt 


can think, and who develops a se¬ 
cret language that gives even ciga¬ 
rette smoke and radio static cos¬ 
mic meanings. It is called Shim¬ 
mer. 

Free at last 

Through a series of memo¬ 
rable vignettes, O’Keefe uses his 
expressive voice and face to recre¬ 
ate life at the detention home, 
from encounters with bullies and 
sadistic supervisors, to his and 
Gary’s elaborate plans to make a 
break for freedom. 

O’Keefe’s ability to take us into 
the point of view of wide-eyed 
teenagers becomes particularly 
sharp after the two friends hit the 
road in search of O’Keefe’s moth¬ 
er in a nearby town. With a search 
party close on their heels, they 
hitch a ride from a cool dude in a 
Chevy with Buddy Holly on the 
radio, a guy who leads them “out 
of captivity like a rock ’n’ roll 
Moses.” The bright lights of a fill¬ 
ing station near their destination 
pierce the murky night like “a dis¬ 
tant galaxy.”

wonderful friends,” she said. “I 
have no ambitions except to look 
out my window and see nice pret¬ 
ty things, and get in a nice car and 
drive to the ocean. And if 1 can 
just keep earning enough money 
to do that...” 

Her time with Show Boat has 
done wonders for her bank ac¬ 
count, and she’s thinking about a 
treat at the end of the tour. “There 
are one of three things I can have 
at the end of this with the money 
I’ve saved,” Morrow said. “I can ei¬ 
ther get a new car, a face-lift, or 
make a CD of my own, because 
they all cost about the same.” 

Remarkably, Morrow has 
never recorded her own album, 
and I tell her that I cast my vote 
for the CD. “But I don’t know who 
would buy it,” she said. 

“I would,” I said. 

“I’ll give you one.”. 

It’s a deal. I’ve been singing I 
Had a Ball in the shower for more 
than 30 years, and it’s time for 
some new Morrow in my reper¬ 
toire. 

And then I belt the song’s open¬ 
ing lyric: “Do you see that cloud up 
there with the number 9 ...”

Having a ball

osie O’Donnell got to sing a 
; : v. piece of “People” to Barbra 
• Streisand on her TV show. 
That’s nothing. I got to sing a bit 
of “I Had a Ball” to Karen Morrow. 

It’s OK if you don’t know the 
name. Karen Morrow is actually 
famous for not being more fa¬ 
mous. Ever since she belted out 
the title song in I Had a Ball , a 
1964 Broadway musical starring 
Buddy Hackett, people have been 
predicting big things for this 
sunny Midwesterner with a 
mighty voice. But a promised 
recording deal never materialized, 
her subsequent Broadway shows 
were also-rans, and musical tastes 
moved away from the kind of 
voice that had once been herald¬ 
ed as the next Merman. 

As it turns out, I Had a Ball 
was one of the first Broadway 
shows I saw, thanks to my father, 
who was a Buddy Hackett fan. 
This brassy, gaudy, low-ball musi¬ 
cal comedy helped convince me 
that my future would have some¬ 
thing to do with the theater, much 
to the chagrin of my father. And it 
was on that night at the theater 
that I became a lifelong Karen 
Morrow fan. I was 13. 

“So was I,” Morrow shot back 
when I shared my little tale. 

And when I told her I also saw 
her second Broadway show, the 
short-lived A Joyful Noise starring 
John Raitt, she asked, “Why did 
you do that?' 

Morrow was funny and friend¬ 
ly and direct on the phone from 
San Antonio, where the touring 
production of Show Boat was 
packing up for its move to San 
Francisco. In a stroke of ironic 
casting, this cheery performer 
with a clarion voice is cast as one 
of the musical theater’s biggest 
sourpusses, who gets to sing only 
one quiet ballad. Morrow is play¬ 
ing Parthy, who, as the shrewish 
wife of the happy-go-lucky Cap’n 
Andy, could drive flies to vinegar. 

Does Morrow have to fight to 
suppress her sunny disposition? 
“Oh, I do. I really want to play 
Cap’n Andy desperately,” she said 
in a voice not far from the “You 
betcha” accents of Fargo. 

Tom Bosley, from TV’s Happy 
Days,- is playing Cap’n Andy, who 
heads up a traveling troupe of 
performers aboard the Cotton 
Blossom. “The sourer I get,” Mor¬ 
row said, “the more Tom can 
make fun of me onstage, and he 
just.gets huge laughs when he 
does things behind my back. We 
truly are the Bickersons, and I set 
him up shamelessly.” 

Wrapper rustling 

Morrow’s one song is “Why 
Do I Love You?” which her char¬ 
acter sings in a rare soft moment 
to her new granddaughter. “It’s 
very sweet,” Morrow said, “but it’s 
at the top of the second Act, when 
people are still coming back from 
having a drink or from the john, 
and with the candy wrappers, and 
they’re still coughing. But it 
makes me laugh, because there’s 
nothing we can do about it.” 

Morrow does get to offer a 
short reprise of the tune. “They 
want me to sing it louder. And I 
said, Are you sure? I don’t want to 
sound like Ethel Merman.’ And 
they said, ‘We need to see Parthy’s 
joy and exuberance.’ But I also 
think they need to cover the 
sound of them changing the set.” 

At this point in her life and ca¬ 


reer, Morrow is quite content to 
stay aboard Show Boat. She’s been 
with the tour for a year, recently 
reupped for another six months, 
and wouldn’t mind staying on be¬ 
yond that. 

“I am so grateful I cannot tell 
you,” she said. “Listen, I’m in my 
upper middle age, and there are so 
few roles for us. And to work in a 
first-class production, to be in a 
Hal Prince show, is very different 
than anything else. It makes me 
feel very good. And I’ve found out 
that you can sing a tune or two, 
still get second-to-last bow at the 
curtain call, get your name above 
the title, and get paid nicely. The 
only other place I could make this 
kind of money would be in a se¬ 
ries, and there’s nobody asking me 
to do a series these days.” 

Leaving Des Moines 

Morrow, a product of Des 
Moines, Iowa, knew she had a 
voice from the time she was 3. But 
she didn’t know what to do with 
it until she was offered the comic 
lead in a college production of 
Brigadoon. “I went, ‘Oh, that’s it.’” 
Next stop was Milwaukee, where 
she taught school by day and did 
theater at night. “I knew this 
drummer who had a car who was 
going to New York, and I said, 
‘This is it.’ And when I got there, I 
immediately got an Off-Broadway 
show, which was a miracle.” 

When she landed the female 
lead in I Had a Ball, a big Broad¬ 
way musical that gave her voice a 
major showcase, she figured her 
career was in high gear. But there 
were bumps ahead. 

“I think there was seven news¬ 
papers in New York at the time, 
and six out of the seven just cate¬ 
gorically said, ‘This stinks.’ But 
Buddy Hackett starting doing his 
nightclub act after the curtain call, 
and he would have his buddies 
like Steve Lawrence and Sammy 
Davis come over from their 
shows. So people started buying 
tickets because of that. 

“But Buddy got tired, and one 
day he came in with a broken leg. 
Now we don’t know if it really was 
broken, but he sure was there with 
a big cast on his leg, and he said, 
‘This is it. We’re closing today.’ But 
I still have to be grateful to him, 
because he gave us six months of 
work we probably wouldn’t have 
gotten.” 

Unfortunately, I Had a Ball 
turned out to be one of Morrow’s 
longer Broadway runs, and she 
jokes about being known as “the 
Queen of the Flops.” She finally 
headed to Hollywood and found 
work in such series as Night 
Court, Trapper John, M.D., and 
Murder, She Wrote. 

“And then, foolish me, I would 
go off and do summer stock in¬ 
stead of doing Vegas, as I was 
asked to do,” she said. “But no, I 
wanted to do Oliver! I wanted to 
do Oklahoma!” 

The full Sweeney 

Morrow figures she has done 
64 different musicals, from the 
murderous Mrs. Lovett in Sweeney 
Todd to Reno Sweeney in Anything 
Goes. “I still haven’t done Mame,” 
she said. “That’s about it.” 

No Mame, and no marriage, 
either. “Isn’t that odd?” she said. 
“I’ve sort of been itinerant. Some¬ 
one asked me last night, ‘Haven’t 
you ever been married?’ I said, 
‘No, but I’ve practiced a lot.’” 

Morrow claims no regrets and 
harbors few ambitions. “I’ve done 
a lot. I work all the time. I have

Warhol movies at SF Cinematheque 


Full-blown Andy

nyone who reveled in Nois- 
es Off, the riotous play of 
backstage missteps, and 
Waiting for Guffman, the faux 
documentary of regional theater, 


will find pleasures in the new film 
Moon Over Broadway. But unlike 
those other dissections of theatri¬ 
cal travails, this one’s for real. 
Husband-and-wife documentary 
filmmakers D. A. Pennebaker and 
Chris Hegedus ( The War Room ) 
were given the decided honor of 


filming the making of Moon Over 
Buffalo, the 1995 Broadway farce 
starring Carol Burnett and Philip 
Bosco. By the time this spiffy doc¬ 
umentary rolls its final credit, a 
viewer may conclude that the dif¬ 
ferences between small-town the¬ 
ater and the Great White Way are 
largely budgetary. 

After much union negotiating, 
Penrtebaker and Hegedus were al¬ 
lowed to turn their camera on the 
most intimate of moments. They 
sneak in and out of production 
meetings, rehearsals, out-of-town 
tryouts, and performances with 
impish glee. Their choices are 
shrewd to perfection. They resist 
imposed commentary, music, and 
all other intrusions. They know 
this ethnography need not be 
tarted up with excess production. 
We are treated to a Woody Al- 
lenesque cavalcade of voiced inse¬ 
curities, sprinkled with pithy 
asides on Andrew Lloyd Weber, 
Paul Rudnick, and the great 
French farceur Georges Feydeau. 

What may not have been obvi¬ 
ous in the filmed moment be¬ 
comes crystal clear under sly edit¬ 
ing and camerawork. This is one 
unflattering expose — no-one es¬ 
capes without their vanity and 
neuroses on full display. Director 
Tom Moore is the weary concilia¬ 
tor not fully up to the task of con¬ 
taining Burnett and Bosco’s stage 
antics. Bosco rants about a com¬ 
promise to his “art” that is laugh¬ 
ably deluded and pompous. A 
minor ingenue (Kate Miller) but¬ 
tonholes .a producer to insist that 
she get a more attractive front-of- 
the-theater blowup photo. The 
camera lights on the offending 
image, and we are left to conclude 
that it is indeed as complimenta¬ 
ry as they come without signifi¬ 
cant airbrushing. 

A star is reborn 

Burnett doesn’t escape the 
documentary’s scrutiny. As the 


undisputed star, the one the audi¬ 
ence comes to see, she is more 
than aware of her burden. This 
was her Broadway return after 30 
years, and she was quite frankly 
terrified. She miffs her lines, 
gropes for characterization, and 
falls back on her TV variety show 
tricks. And Burnett is sooo nice 
with her gifts to the cast and her 
multiple air kisses, but what of 
genuine feeling? Did anyone no¬ 
tice that her many “I love you” 
proclamations keep her suppli¬ 
cants ever-ready to make the Star 
shine? 

Still, Burnett is no monster. 
She is a good old-fashioned 
trouper when some stage machin¬ 
ery malfunctions and the show 
grinds to a halt. She stands in 
front of the curtain, asks the crew 
to “bump up the lights,” and con¬ 
ducts a Q & A, just like her old TV 
days. The audience eats it up like 
so much figgy pudding. And once 
the show is in full swing, she ap¬ 
pears to be having a great time 
with pratfalls, slamming doors, 
and an airborne wig. 

Less likable is the playwright 
Ken Ludwig. Moon Over Buffalo is 
a no-brainer about an overaged 
bargain-basement Lunt and 
Fontaine still dreaming of that big 
break. In the best tradition of 
vaudeville, Ludwig’s job is to ap¬ 
propriate shtick. Plot and charac¬ 


ter are secondary, as he freely asks 
for the cast’s input when his cre¬ 
ative well runs dry. We are then 
shown a shell-shocked troupe get¬ 
ting joke rewrites at the eleventh 
hour. At the New York opening, 
Ludwig glad-hands celebs Carroll 
O’Connor and Matthew Broder¬ 
ick in the lobby, then proclaims 
that Moon Over Buffalo rests on 
his talent. It’s a spectacle of self¬ 
promotion even Eve Harrington 
would applaud. 

After staged readings, dress re¬ 
hearsals, and previews, Moon 
Over Buffalo opens in New York at 
the Martin Beck Theater to tepid 
notices. In a particularly revealing 
exchange, producers vote to run a 
full-page ad in the New York Times 
filled with carefully diced reviews 
proclaiming it to be a smash. 
Word-of-mouth and diehard Bur¬ 
nett fans contribute to swelling 
lines, and Buffalo runs nearly a 
year on Broadway, followed by 
profitable international touring 
productions. Credit Pennebaker 
and Hegedus for a fun and smart 
glimpse at the process. Now we 
know just how delicate the jug¬ 
gling game of success and failure 
can be. T

IPS or most people, the quintes¬ 
sential “Andy Warhol film” 
is Trash, or perhaps Heat, or 
maybe Bad, or even the 3-D ver¬ 
sions of Dracula or Frankenstein 
that bear his name. But these are 
all in fact Paul Morrisey’s films; 
Warhol had nothing to do with 
them besides adding his name to 
boost the box-office. True Warhol 
films are works like Chelsea Girls 
and Empire, Bikeboy, and Blow 
fob, or in this most recent revival, 
Restaurant and Screen Test #2. 
Morrisey and Warhol have a cer¬ 
tain campiness in common, but 
there’s ultimately very little re¬ 
semblance between a commer¬ 
cially-minded film like Trash and 
any of the early Warhols, whose 
sheer unmarketability are one of 
their themes. 

Warhol himself called his early 
films no more than “a way of pass¬ 
ing the time,” and he was so dis¬ 
missive of convention that he’d 
sometimes continue to “shoot” 
scenes even without film in the 
camera. Such attitudes make it 
tempting to dismiss the work, 
much of it unseen in years and

some of it never seen, as perverse 
and pointless. Even today, audi¬ 
ences usually storm the exits on 
the rare occasion when a grueling 
work like Empire, an eight-hour 
static image of the Empire State 
Building, is shown. 

Warhol’s high standing as a vi¬ 
sual artist and cultural icon has 
overshadowed his radical work in 
the cinema, but the recent emer¬ 
gence of many of his early films 


may change some of that. Restau¬ 
rant (1965) — not to be confused 
with Nude Restaurant — shows 
Warhol’s sensibility in full flower. 
The film opens with the barest of 
establishing shots, a brief glimpse 
of a bunch of prattling party- 
goers at a restaurant. Instantly the 
scene switches to an image 
beloved by the Academy, an artful 
still life of objects on a table — sil- 
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Philip Bosco and Carol Burnett in Moon Over Broadway.

Othello lite

• ’ ou have to hand it to the San 
Francisco Ballet and Ameri¬ 
can Ballet Theatre. Seeking 
to expand the full-length reperto¬ 
ry, they jointly spent nearly $1 
million to create from scratch — 
including a commissioned score 
from film composer Elliot Gold- 
enthal — an evening-long narra¬ 
tive ballet based on Othello, the 
Moor of Venice. 


and not even a scintilla of Jose 
Limon’s psychological acuity — 
just to name three previous Oth¬ 
ello creators of genius. 

Lar Lubovitch’s frenetic chore¬ 
ography doesn’t seem to be about 
innocence destroyed by evil so 
much as about that nasty social ill 
of the 90s — spousal abuse. Iago’s 
hapless wife, Emilia, apparently 
finds the slapping, pushing, kick¬ 
ing, and strangleholds erotic, as 
she keeps spreading her legs in re¬ 
sponse. 

That’s about as sexy as this 
Othello gets, unless you respond 
to the two Iago-Othello duets as 
homoeroticism, which, in 
Lubovitch’s sweaty modern dance 
style, they well could be. One of 
the most poignant love stories in 
classical literature has been re¬ 
duced to a strenuous sociological 
tract in which the Moor’s insecu¬ 
rity about his inability to hold the 
love of his beautiful Venetian wife 
has been subsumed into the sim¬ 
plistic, racist idea that a black 
African man goes native when he 
thinks he’s been betrayed. 

Thick and truculent 

Not that you would have 
gleaned that idea from the San 
Francisco Ballet’s opening night 
cast. Othello was danced by Yuri 
Possokhov, a thick, truculent 
Russian whose charms are lost on 
me, though many consider him 
the company’s resident hunk. 
Looking a little silly in orangey 
Max Factor, Possokhov’s Othello 
was no jive turkey like actor Lau- 


The result, seen last week at the 
War Memorial Opera House, is an 
impressively colorful crowd- 
pleaser, short, swift and punchy. It 
is not, however, even slightly mov¬ 
ing or expressive. Though pre¬ 
tending to present modern, radi¬ 
cal choreography, this Othello ac¬ 
tually hews conservatively to the 
19th-century narrative ballet 
model. An efficient “entertain¬ 
ment,” it offers little of Shake¬ 
speare’s rueful philosophy, none 
of Verdi’s romantic tenderness,

rence Olivier, no closet psychotic 
like tenor James McCracken, not 
even a corporate cold fish like Pla- 
cido Domingo — just to name 
three of the century’s most cele¬ 
brated Othellos. Possokhov bare¬ 
ly acknowledged his radiant bride 
(Yuan Yuan Tan), went bonkers 
clumsily as his classical training 
clashed with Lubovitch’s elemen¬ 
tal choreography, and didn’t kill 
himself soon enough for me. 

The element of racism in the 
concept became obvious when 
Desmond Richardson danced the 
role a few days later. This hand¬ 
some American Ballet Theatre 
dancer, who originated Othello at 
the world premiere in New York 
last May, is not classically trained, 
which means that he needn’t un¬ 
thaw any frozen body parts to 
dance Lubovitch’s kinetic modern 
style. When he finally loses his 
cool, the pelvis-centered anguish 
as he fetishizes Desdemona’s 
handkerchief was as truly terrify¬ 
ing as it was grotesquely animal¬ 
istic. 

The problem with this ap¬ 
proach is that whatever Shake¬ 
speare thought, and however po¬ 


litically correct it is today to see 
Othello as a black outsider in a 
racist white world, there is that in¬ 
convenient fact that Moors are 
not black African natives but 
Muslim tribesmen of the Cau¬ 
casian race (mixed Arab and 
Berber) from North Africa. It 
seams unfortunate that, given his 
charismatic leading man, 
Lubovitch took the racial line of 
least resistance in explaining Oth¬ 
ello’s jealousy, and it is a mixed 
blessing that Richardson is able to 
embody this shallow concept with 
such physical eloquence. Still, 
trashy choreography aside, if you 
saw Richardson dance, you had a 
major thrill. 

All ballet should have its impe¬ 
tus in music, and the commis¬ 
sioned score for this Othello is 
partly what keeps the work on 
such a banal level. Goldenthal 
pretends to an “homage” to past 
composers. Rip-off is the word 
that actually comes to mind. The 
storm on Cyprus is vaguely Ver¬ 
dian. The Othello-Desdemona 
love theme is distinctly Mahler- 
ian. The ensemble rhythms are

D'Arcy Drollinger's 'Above & Beyond the Valley of the Ultra Showgirls'

. • or almost 10 years now, 

D’Arcy Drollinger has been 
a formidable presence on 
the fringes of San Francisco’s 
music and theater communities, 
first with his ’70s-obsessed rock 
’n’ roll band Enrique, and then 
with his Brite Sleep musical the¬ 
ater trilogy — The Cereal Killers, 
The Possession of Mrs. Jones, and 
Suburbia 3000. Now Drollinger 
has combined his two loves into 
his latest project, the kitschy rock 
musical Above and Beyond the 
Valley of the Ultra Showgirls, 
which is being restaged at the 
Transmission Theatre this month 
after a successful run at a variety 
of local clubs last fall. 

In a post-rehearsal interview 
last week at a Polk Street cafe, 
Drollinger told me that the goal of 
this show was to hoodwink un¬ 
suspecting rock ’n’ roll clubgoers 
into experiencing musical theater. 
“What we wanted to do was to 
jump up onstage and start playing 
in a rock club, where there are a 
lot of people who don’t go see 
theater,” explains Drollinger. “We 
would play a couple of songs as 
this all-girl rock band, and then 
gradually the plot would unfold. 
We performed at some clubs 
where people were a little stunned 
at first to hear all of this dialogue 
in the middle of what they 
thought was a rock show. But by 
the end, they were completely 
won over.” 

It’s not surprising that the 
show has won over even musical 
theater neophytes and non-fans. 
Above and Beyond the Valley of the 
Ultra Showgirls, written by 
Drollinger and his Enrique band- 
mates, is a hilarious 75 or so min¬ 
utes of rock ’n’ roll cheese com¬ 
bined with just enough tawdry 
narrative to string the tunes to¬ 
gether. The story follows mem¬ 
bers of the all-girl rock band 
Super Vixen — Chablis 
(Drollinger), Chardonnay (Jason 
Mecier), and Gewurtztraminer 
(Laura LaBleu) — as they use 
their glamour-length talons to 
claw their way to the top of the 
music world. Unfortunately, only 
Gewurtztraminer, who is pres¬ 


sured to go solo by sleazy 
“Warmer Sisters” record executive 
Richard Face (Adam Ansell), 
makes it big, which sends her dis¬ 
carded bandmates into a tailspin 
of liquor, pills, prostitution, mur¬ 
der, sex-change operations, and 
alien abductions. 

Like Ann Magnuson’s Luv 
Show, Above and Beyond the Val¬ 
ley of the Ultra Showgirls is a satir¬ 
ical take on the proverbial show 
business rise and fall. But what 
makes Ultra Showgirls so much 
fun is that it concentrates far 
more on the fall than the rise of 
the characters. I asked Drollinger 
why he felt audiences love watch¬ 
ing pitiful Chablis and Chardon¬ 
nay wallow in their misery and 
degradation. “Let’s face it,” 
Drollinger says, “audiences love to 
see drag queens fall down and be 
a mess. And you gotta milk it 
when you’re down there. I mean, 
people like to laugh at the suffer¬ 
ing of others. If you want a suc¬ 
cessful comedy, suffer a lot for the 
people.” 

Bosomy band 

The oft-suffering Super Vixen 
call to mind the Carrie Nations, 
the bosomy all-girl band that ex¬ 
periences more than its share of 
trauma in Russ Meyer’s camp 
masterwork Beyond the Valley of 
the Dolls. In their combination of 
soft-core sex, cartoonish violence, 
and melodramatic plotting, Be¬ 
yond the Valley of the Dolls and 
Showgirls are the obvious cine¬ 
matic influences on Drollinger’s 
show. Being more of a fan of Be¬ 
yond the Valley of the Dolls than 
Showgirls, I suggested to 
Drollinger that writer Roger Ebert 
consciously fashioned Dolls as 
satire, whereas Showgirls screen¬ 
writer Joe Eszterhas didn’t seem 
to be in on his own jokes. 

“I don’t think so,” asserts 
Drollinger. “Yes, Showgirls was a 
total accident, but I think Beyond 
the Valley of the Dolls was some 
sort of accident, too. Both films 
are this weird kind of genius.” 

A highlight of Above and Be¬ 
yond the Valley of the Ultra Show¬ 
girls is the howlin’ rendition of 
“Sweet Talkin’ Candy Man,” a 
song from the Meyer film, belted 
by Super Vixen groupie Crystal 
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D'Arcy Drollinger, Laura LeBleu, and Jason Mecier in Above and Beyond 
the Valley of the Ultra Showgirls. 


Anderson (Leigh “Elvis Herselvis” 
Crow). The rest of the show’s 
songs, however, are originals that 
recall trashy girl groups past and 
present, and boast great titles like 
“Medicine (Pills, Booze, Yeah!)” 
and “I Just Screwed the Man That 
Broke Up Our Band.” “The Super 
Vixen sound, to me, is a mixture 
of Hole and the Runaways, with a 
little Barbie and the Rockers and 
Jem and the Holograms thrown 


in,” says Drollinger. 

Tiffany fringe 

Like the group’s sound, the 
Super Vixen look — minidresses, 
stiletto mules, bad perms and a 
fringed top that might’ve last been 
worn by Tiffany on her 1987 
world tour — is a humorously 
clashing patchwork of styles and 
eras. “In doing a play, you usually 
have costumes that the costume 


person gives you,” explains 
Drollinger. “And in doing En¬ 
rique, we always wore matching 
outfits. But for this show, we all 
found our own clothes, and in a 
way, found the identities of our 
characters through those clothes.” 

At the end of the Ultra Show¬ 
girls run last fall, Drollinger in¬ 
tended to put the show behind 
him and start a new project. It 
only made sense to move on, con¬ 
sidering that the play’s original 
Gerwurtztraminer, Enrique veter¬ 
an Kathy Fenker, had moved to 
New York. But Drollinger found it 
hard to let go of his character. He 
didn’t understand why he couldn’t 
shake Chablis until recently, when 
he realized that in her he had 
found his drag alter-ego. 

“Whenever I dress up in drag 
for Trannyshack or parties or 
whatever,” says Drollinger, “I can 
see this character start to come 
out. This is a character that is 
very real to me. I mean, obvious¬ 
ly, I’m not a drug addict or a 
whore [laughs]. But what I mean 
is that Chablis feels like a charac¬ 
ter that I’ve been slowly creating 
for all these years without ever 
realizing it.” ▼

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'Gay gene' discoverer Dean Hamer 

Why genes matter

hy is each person unique? 
Is it because of genes, 
home life, or a complex 
mix of factors? Better answers are 
starting to emerge as scientists 
unwrap the double helix strands 
of our DNA. 

Dean Hamer is at the forefront 
of this process. The 46-year-old 
NIH researcher has already dis¬ 
covered a region of DNA which 
helps determine sexual orienta¬ 
tion. And he has isolated individ¬ 
ual genes for thrillseeking, anxi¬ 
ety, and the ability to stop smok¬ 
ing. 

Now he has' written Living 
With Our Genes: Why They Mat¬ 
ter More Than You Think (Dou¬ 
bleday, $22.95) to educate and 
share the excitement he feels 


about these developments. 

Hamer is typically exuberant 
the day we meet at his home, a 
huge red-brick Victorian town- 
house less than a mile from the 
White House. A previous owner 
had gutted the place and left a 
soaring 50-foot atrium at its cen¬ 
ter. A winding modern staircase 
and flying bridges connect rooms 
at every level. 

“Oh god, I’d love to own this 
place,” he thought the first time he 
wandered through the front door. 
“I’m just a city kind of guy,” he 
says, “and I love modern stuff.” 
Within a year it was his. An early 
spring sun bounces through the 
space, off avant-garde furniture 
set next to a classical marble fire¬ 
place. 

What strikes you most about 
Hamer is a broad, toothy grin. It 
seems to linger after other aspects 


of him have faded, much like the 
Cheshire Cat that Alice encoun¬ 
tered in Wonderland. And like 
that felicitous feline, he is an 
avatar of wit and common sense. 

Genes are possibilities, not 
destiny, he explains. “Those who 
accomplish the most — measured 
in money, intelligence, skill, hap¬ 
piness, or love — are the ones 
who make the most of their ge¬ 
netic inheritance.” 

Piece of a puzzle 

In 1993 Hamer published a 
landmark study that identified a 
region of genes, Xq28, which in¬ 
fluences sexual orientation. He 
calls it a single piece of a compli¬ 
cated puzzle, not a complete ex¬ 
planation for why some men are 
gay. There has been much “mis¬ 
understanding of the science. It’s a 
mistake to try to use biological 
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Dean Hamer, NIH researcher and discoverer of the "gay gene." 


data to form or justify social or 
political policy,” he says, shaking 
his head. “And it has taken me a 
while to be educated in that re¬ 
gard.” 

That paper earned Hamer the 
undying enmity of the Religious 
Right. “Do a Web search, and 80 
percent of the references to my 
work will be from groups like the 
Family Research Council.” He de¬ 
lights in recounting how one 
group tried to argue against it by 
saying that evolution would have 
removed gay genes from society. 
“The problem was, because they 
were fundamentalist, they could¬ 
n’t use the word or believe in evo¬ 
lution.” 

He playfully suggests that the 
gay male gene is helping to per¬ 
petuate the species by cranking 
out designers, hair stylists, and 
other purveyors of beauty to 
make women more attractive and 
“better breeders.” He has pub¬ 
lished the theory, “but not quite in 
those terms, not quite so stereo- 
typically.” 

Many people have been sur¬ 
prised by research indicating that 
homosexuality in male and fe¬ 
males is controlled by different 
factors. But not Hamer. Men and 
women are different, he says. “It is 
very culturally invariant, you see 
the same things in primitive 
tribes. It is universal because it is 
part of our genetic code.” And it is 
across species. 

“So it doesn’t surprise me at all 
that same-sex attraction in men 
has very different roots than 
same-sex attraction in women. I 
almost would have predicted that. 
In men, it is more hard-wired ge¬ 
netically. In a female, it seems to 
be less genetic and more influ¬ 
enced by other factors, including 
the environment. 

“There is nothing like having a 
kid to make you realize sex differ¬ 
ences are not taught to people.” 
He draws on his own experience 
as father to a 12-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. Her moms gave her “every 
possible encouragement to be sex 
neutral. Flay with a truck, honey, 
let’s kick the soccer ball around. 
And she is like, ‘1 want to play tea 
with my dolls.’ 

“That was not from parenting, 
that was from her. That’s just the 
way she is... Even better than hav¬ 
ing one kid is having two kids, be¬ 
cause you realize that you are not 
omnipotent in developing the 
kids. There is a lot that is given.” 

He laments that so little re¬ 
search is conducted on sex. Both 
the product and the producers are 


heavily stigmatized. “It’s kind of 
sad. Biologically, it is the most im¬ 
portant drive, to pass on your 
genes.” Yet very little work is done 
on the subject. 

Knowledge is power 

“Genes control certain aspects 
of brain chemistry, which in turn 
influence how we perceive the 
world and react to that informa¬ 
tion,” writes Hamer. They “have a 
role in the experience we seek, 
pushing us towards certain envi¬ 
ronments that will shape our be¬ 
havior.” 

He believes it is “good for peo¬ 
ple to know where behavior 
comes from, good to know what 
can be changed, what can’t be 
changed.” Now people go to the 
psychiatrist, but “eventually we 
will be able to look at a person’s 
DNA and say, you have lack of 
serotonin-type depression, or you 
have too much dopamine alco¬ 
holism. It may take years of ther¬ 
apy to help the person, but at least 
you’ll know more of what the 
roots of the problem are to begin 
with.” 

Gene-based diagnostics are al¬ 
ready beginning to show up in the 
doctor’s office. Designer psychi¬ 
atric drugs will come later, replac¬ 
ing current trial-and-error meth¬ 
ods of treatment. But gene thera¬ 
py per se will likely be reserved for 
“really extreme, debilitating ge¬ 
netic diseases, especially those 
caused by a single gene.” 

Hamer doesn’t see much of a 
future in human cloning. “Any¬ 
body who wants to clone them¬ 
selves obviously is a less-than-pcr- 
fect individual, because they must 
be really narcissistic.” And human 
clones will be like identical twins, 
distinct individuals with legal 
rights just like everybody else. 

Besides, you wouldn’t want a 
clone for body parts, that would 
just duplicate your imperfections. 
You’d want to improve on it. “I 
would add about three inches,” he 
says with that grin. “I’d increase 
my IQ by a few points, take away 
the bitterness gene, or whatever. 
Other than that, I’m pretty per¬ 
fect.” 

He does think that it is good 
we are having “conversations 
about the ethics of technology.” 
But he is wary of legislation that 
might try to control research. “It 
is fine to say that we shouldn’t dis¬ 
criminate against people based on 
their genotypes, but we have to 
make sure that doesn’t preclude 
helping people based on their 
genotypes, also.” ▼ 
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Othello 
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out of Prokofiev’s bottom drawer, 
with none of Romeo and Juliet's 
luscious tunes to justify the noise. 
Percussive, rhythmically minimal¬ 
ist — you get tired of the second 
act tarantella long before the act is 
over — and orchestrated with du¬ 
bious taste (saxophones?

Faux-Botticelli 

Then we have that expensive 
production. George Tsypin’s frac¬ 
tured-glass settings are interesting 
and fluid. Ann Hould-Ward’s cos¬ 
tumes are not. A company used to 
the gorgeous, danceable dresses of 
the late Jens-Jacob Worsaae must 
have winced at the/aux-Botticelli 
chiffon foisted on Desdemona. 
The designer calls it “medieval” 
(sorry, lady, wrong period), but I 
call a dress that pooches over the 
ballerina’s abdomen, making her 
look pregnant, an abomination. 

Then there is the balmy idea of 
having Othello bare his “naked 
soul” by running around much of 
the last two acts in flesh-colored 
tights and little else. I enjoy 


bulging thighs and bubble butts as 
much as the next balletomane, 
but if you spend the crucial part 
of what should be a psychological 
tragedy wondering just how many 
boxes of Kleenex are stuffed in 
that cantaloupe-sized dance belt, 
a necessary part of the emotional 
experience has been lost in favor 
of something more, shall we say ... 
mundane? 

An immense subject, Othello 
has been trivialized with movie 
music, unconvincing motivations, 
and weak casting. Damian Smith, 
usually a reliable dancer, made a 
callow Iago; David Palmer’s slinky 
villain was way too classy for this 
project. Julia Adam and Sabina 
Allemann were heroic in the 
thankless role of Emilia. I liked 
Claudia Alfieri’s sweet, simple 
Desdemona better than Tan’s; the 
Chinese ballerina is gorgeous, but 
too modern and sophisticated for 
this dumb bunny. Stephen Legate 
was the manic Cassio in both 
casts; he should get combat pay 
for all that work with no reward. 

The audience seemed to love it 
all, rather more, I suspect, than 
they love real choreography such 
as Balanchine’s sublime 
Liebeslieder Walzer. But then, no¬ 
body ever went broke underesti¬ 
mating the taste of the public. ▼

. n the Life, the popular bi¬ 
monthly PBS TV magazine on 
ft lesbian and gay life presented 
by Thirteen/WNET in New York, 
has compiled an hour-long 
episode which In the Life Media 
calls its “most ambitious to date.” 
The episode aired April 8 in San 
Francisco and is to air April 26 in 
Los Angeles, but, like most 
episodes in the series, it will repeat 
during the summer, in case you 
missed it on the first run. And this 
is an episode not to be missed. 

Unlike other queer TV, In the 
Life, produced by Katherine Lin¬ 
ton, always strives for a multicul¬ 
tural and multigendered ap¬ 
proach to lesbian and gay life. 
This is usually what makes the 
show most compelling, even for 
jaded activist types like myself, 
since In the Life is otherwise a typ¬ 
ical child of PBS — earnest, well- 
meaning, informative and a bit 
dull. However, like every episode 
of the show, this “global episode” 
is somewhat uneven and suffers 
from the limitations of the maga¬ 
zine format. Call this Around the 
World in 58 Minutes. Not quite 
global, but at least it takes the 
viewer very much outside the un¬ 
real American milieu of Ellen and 
celebrity queers. Despite the un¬ 
evenness, the episode is worth¬ 
while, if only to get the viewer to 
realize just how evolved (if com¬ 
pletely skewed) the American les¬ 
bian and gay movement is. 

Nothing will drive that point 
home with more impact than the 
two best segments in the show: one 
on gay and lesbian activism in 
China and Hong Kong, and one on 
class struggles, feminism and les¬ 
bian consciousness in the Philip¬ 
pines. Other segments include a 
piece on a multiethnic art show in 
Britain (we assume London, Eng¬ 
land, but it’s never clarified, which 
is annoying, especially given the 
politics of people in Wales, Scot¬ 
land, and Northern Ireland, all 
technically Britain); a segment on 
queer life in Brazil (it’s more than 
just Carnival); an overview of the

ing movement, but as Roddy 
Shaw, editor of the queer publica¬ 
tion Horizons, explains, getting 
the word out to lesbians and gay 
men is in itself a struggle. 

Life in the Philippines is equal¬ 
ly difficult, particularly for 
women, again because of social 
and cultural constraints. For the 
past five years, lesbian activism 
has been growing in the country, 
but viewers will be astonished by 
the limitations of the struggle. For 
example, it was only last year that 
the first employment discrimina¬ 
tion lawsuit based on sexual ori¬ 
entation was filed in the country. 
It was also the first time an acad¬ 
emic paper on the position of les¬ 
bians in Philippine society was 
published. A far cry from the 
comfortable choices many les¬ 
bians enjoy in the U.S. 

Economics and class position 
have a defining impact on how 
much women can achieve in the 
Philippines, a nation that is 85 
percent Catholic, and where 
women’s roles are defined by fam¬ 
ily and church, a point at which 
lesbians of all classes find a com¬ 
mon meeting ground. 

The other pieces in this 
episode explore the range of di¬ 
versity of global political struggle, 
but none so compellingly as these 
two. Nevertheless, this episode 
works well as an introduction to 
lesbian and gay rights struggles in 
cultures vastly different from our 
own. It will leave most viewers 
both more appreciative of the 
gains already achieved by queers 
in the U.S. and, one hopes, more 
determined to get beyond the cur¬ 
rent culture of celebrity, and more 
deeply involved in creating real 
legal and social change for les¬ 
bians and gay men. ▼ 


work of the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion (IGLHRC); a glimpse at 
changing laws in France, most im¬ 
portantly a domestic partnership 
law that would cover all lesbians 
and gay men throughout the 
country; and a preview of Gay 
Games 1998 in Amsterdam, a city 
many consider the world’s most 
enlightened queer culture. 

Problems in China 

One of the most compelling 
arguments made by and intrigu¬ 
ing stories told throughout this 
global episode is how lesbian and 
gay life differs according to the so¬ 
cial structures, politics, and reli¬ 
giosity of an individual nation. 
Thus, the piece on Hong Kong 
and China focuses on how com¬ 
munism and the very strong cul¬ 
ture of the Chinese heterosexual 
family — particularly with the 
one-child-per-family birth quota 
system — make life for lesbians 
and gay men extremely problem¬ 
atic. Queers are accepted by nei¬ 
ther the state nor their families, 
and most women and men would 
rather live a totally constrained 
and closeted life than deal with 
ostracization from their families 
or from the culture at large. Early 


attempts at a lesbian and gay 
rights movement in the British 
protectorate of Hong Kong before 
it was returned to China last year 
have been quashed by mainland 
political forces. 

Interviews with young lesbian 
and gay activists give a succinct 
and disturbing impression of the 
daily struggles simply to come out 
in such environments. Gary Hu, 
who looks incredibly young for 
such a hardship, has already spent 
time in prison for the kind of ac¬ 
tivist work American lesbians and 
gays consider their Constitutional 
right. Conversely, Jenny and 
Daphne discuss how different 
their lives are because they came 
out young to their families and 
live together as a couple with 
Jenny’s parents. 

Such young activists are build¬

|| y car seems okay. The tiny

riencing for almost a month. I 
spent the winter on Cape Cod — 
Provincetown — and I’d get on 
Route 6 for the weekly trip to Or¬ 
leans to do my laundry (there’s 
not^a single laundromat in P’- 
town), and maybe fifteen minutes 
into the ride, my Nissan Sentra 
would start jerking and shaking, 
finally of its own accord surging 
up to 65 and 75 miles an hour. I’d 
lift my foot off the pedal and it’d 
be climbing to 85.1 watched the 
trees whip by, and I gazed at the 
other cars wondering if it looked 
as strange on the outside as it did 
in here — my car was driving me.

not once, not twice, she insisted 
when I met them all at the police 
station in Wareham, but five 
times, and brutally, she insisted. 

“You are not hurt,” I replied. 

“How do you know,” a girl in 
the back shrieked, clutching her 
neck. 

“I don’t see anything,” said a 
cop we encountered in the park¬ 
ing lot. “Let me see your license 
and registration,” the girl de¬ 
manded, and politely I supplied it. 
It was dark out, and it was pretty 
late. I was still in Massachusetts. 

But what does this have to do 
with lesbian mid-life? Well, I’m a 
poet, and nothing in the universe

happens alone. I don’t like 
metaphor, but things lie next to 
each other pretty nicely, especial¬ 
ly in real life. I’m 47 and, see, fre¬ 
quently I’m hot. “Are you hot?” I 
ask a friend, often my girlfriend, 
who is twenty-nine. 

“No, I’m cold.” she replies, and 
I go, “Huhn,” and get quiet. 

It’s been happening for about 
a year, maybe two. It got clearer 
last spring, same time things start¬ 
ed happening with my car. I’d be 
re-living some moment of embar¬ 
rassment. The kind that brings a 
little heat to your face. I’m run¬ 
ning on the stairmaster at the 
gym. I get hot too soon. It’s a flat 
kind of heat, like wearing a poly¬ 
ester shirt in the summer. Some¬ 
how the air doesn’t seem to get in. 
I haven’t been exerting myself that 
much, so it doesn’t make sense. 
The embarrassment goes further 
than it should, the blush lingers, 
and I’ve got to get up and walk 
around. Throw open the window. 
My body seems to be running 
without me like my car. We’re hot. 

Back in the lot 

“You don’t understand,” I said 
to the high school girls in the 
parking lot. “I didn’t hit you.” 

“Yes, you did,” said the girl be¬ 
hind the wheel. Her car was 
brand-new, god, did it shine. 

“I had my entire weight on the 
brake. I was waving my hands at 
your car to explain my innocence. 
Didn’t you see?” 

“Oh sure,” said the girl. “You 


drove away.” 

I am thirty years older than 
this girl. I could be her mother. 
Despite my black glasses and my 
torn jeans and my older car (I’m 
cooler than her), I’m going 
through menopause. Actually, it’s 
not menopause till you’re done. 
I’m in periomenopause. Perio 
means surroundings. Like the 
hills surrounding the great 
change.

It made me happy to think of 
my car wildly accelerating like me.

The mechanic on 
Lafayette said I shouldn’t have any 
problems now. If you do, said Tom, 
throw it into neutral, and then 
turn the key like this, he said, 
nudging it away from the driver’s 
body. It’ll stop, he said, smiling at 
me. I should do that when I’m on 
the road? I asked. Yes, he nodded. 
When I’m in a slow lane. Well, 
yeah, he agreed.

verware, a drink, a purse, lovingly 
captured by an unblinking cam¬ 
era. But Warhol undermines this 
classical motif by holding the shot 
interminably, with only an occa¬ 
sional hand moving at the edge of 
the frame and the relentless drone 
of mocking laughter and vague 
dialogue in the background. 

Eventually the camera pulls 
back to show the full scene, with 
Factory rejects like Edie Sedgwick 
and Ondine carrying on like the 
seedy superstars they were, laugh¬ 
ing and drinking and dishing. 
Warhol’s amused indifference to a 
detail like clear sound makes their 
chatter a kind of absurdist white 
noise, occasionally punctuated by 
Edie’s braying laugh and screams 
of phrases like “You’re a pig!” The 
film’s contemptuous treatment of 
these self-deluded, self-absorbed 
denizens implies a comically ab¬ 
surd world in a way that no nor¬ 
¬ 


mal narrative could, and puts 
Warhol in the same cultural space 
as weary modernists like Samuel 
Beckett. 

Brutal auditions 

Screen Test #2, made the same 
year, has just two characters, but 
we see only one of them, and only 
in a single fuzzy head shot that 
comprises the entire film. The 
head belongs to drag queen Mario 
Montcz, and her foil is an off¬ 
screen Ronald Tavel, who con¬ 
ducts this bizarre “screen test” by 
putting poor Mario through a 
brutal series of acting auditions. 
While the narcissistic Mario’s at¬ 
tention continually wanders back 
to combing her cheap wig, Tavel 
insists, in his queenly voice, that 
she must do everything he says in 
order to become “a great star.” 
This includes enacting a “lady of 
leisure,” endlessly repeating the 
word “DI-AR-RHE-A” as if it were 
“the rain in Spain,” pretending she 
has a bottle up her ass, portraying 
a “wild gypsy girl!” in a remake of 


Hunchback of Notre Dame, and — 
in a camp apotheosis — pretend¬ 
ing to be a “female geek.” 

Montez is surprisingly unfazed 
(perhaps because she’s too busy 
thinking about her hair), even 
when Tavel begins screaming that 
her “geek” pretend to eat a live 
chicken: “You’re a wild, savage, in¬ 
sane, demoniacal female geek! Eat 
it, you bitch! You wild bitch!” 
Tavel, who later founded the 
Ridiculous Theater Company, was 
a major presence on these early 
films, but this screamingly funny 
scene is surely one of his crown¬ 
ing moments. 

The masterful Screen Test #2, to 
be shown with Restaurant for the 
first time on the West Coast, re¬ 
calls Warhol’s silkscreens and ser¬ 
ial paintings in its doomed at¬ 
tempt to penetrate the landscape 
of the human face. But putting his 
concerns into motion through 
film, even in the narrow focus of 
an 80-minute head shot, allows 
Warhol literally to animate his at-

Alec Baldwin Doesn't Love Me & 
Other Trials From My Queer Life 
by Michael Thomas Ford; Alyson 
Publications, $10.95. 

I n the world of Michael 
Thomas Ford, the truth is not 
only stranger than fiction, it’s 
much funnier. At least that’s what 
he tells us in his introduction to 
Alec Baldwin Doesn’t Love Me, his 
collection of “pictures of life as I 
see it.” Ford, who has written over 
twenty books, including The Voic¬ 
es of AIDS and Outspoken, also 
writes a syndicated humor col¬ 
umn called “My Queer Life,” and 
it is from this column that he has 
taken most of the essays that ap¬ 
pear in this collection. 

Reading the book, it’s easy to 
imagine Ford on stage at some 
improv comedy club. He has the 
patter and breezy topicalism of a 
stand-up comic, and he can mine 
just about every topic he tackles 
for all of its comic possibilities. As 
his subject matter he takes on 
nearly everything: porn, shop¬ 
ping, Martha Stewart, and the 
mysteries of gay and straight psy¬ 
ches, among others. The essays are 
grouped into such categories as 
“Men and Other Obstacles to 
Happiness,” “Adventures Among 
the Straight People,” and “A 
Slightly Dented Childhood.” In 
his treatment of these matters, 
Ford is invariably chatty and un¬ 
abashedly self-deprecating. 

In “Diary of a Would-be Porn 
Star,” for example, he chronicles 
his porn-inspired attempts to 
cruise such gay male bastions as 
video stores, restrooms, and gym 
locker rooms. He seems to enjoy 
the lurid confession and the 
chance to portray himself as a 
kind of gay Woody Allen, stum¬ 
bling into and out of sexual en¬ 
counters with very little grace. As 
he works his way down his list of 
locations and routines, with little 
success, the reader can’t help but 
wonder if Ford was really as dili¬ 
gent in his sexual forays as he 
would have us believe, or if he’s 
embellishing his tales for the sake 
of a good laugh. 

Von Trapped 

At times, Ford steers danger¬ 
ously close to cliche. His discus¬ 
sions of dating and credit card 
debt, for example, seem a bit too 
familiar. Ford is better, and fun¬ 
nier, when he braves his way into 
truly autobiographical material. 
Jn “The Sound of Music,” he con-

tack on the constraints of classi¬ 
cism, logic, and sense. Montez is 
both pathetically petty and larger- 
than-life, self-dramatizing and 
self-deluded, controlled by an ab¬ 
surdly abusive unseen force in the 
form of the evil Tavel. This is a 
star vehicle pared to its essence, 
shorn of the plush trappings of 
story and set, investing Mario’s 
smallest gestures with dazzling 
camp hauteur. ▼

fesses, “I dare to stand in defiance 
of one of the most cherished of 
gay male traditions; I do not like 
musical shows.” He goes on to 
support his assertion with a list of 
all the great musicals he’s hated. 
But the funniest moment in the 
essay, and one of the best lines in 
the book, comes when he de¬ 
scribes his childhood encounter 
with the surviving members of 
the Von Trapp family, who in¬ 
spired The Sound of Music. For 
anyone who ever sat through that 
film wincing at the cheeky opti¬ 
mism of the singing Von Trapps, 
Ford’s greeting to the aged Maria 
Von Trapp is likely to strike a 
chord (as it were). 

Ford’s persona throughout the 
essays is that of a gay man search¬ 
ing for love and fulfillment, 
blithely ignoring cold reality in 
favor of a passionately imagined 
fantasy world. In “How Alec Bald¬ 
win Ruined My Life,” he discusses 
his obsession with the actor. With 
genuine devotion, Ford searches 
Baldwin’s stage and screen ap¬ 
pearances for traces of the homo¬ 
erotic as he vainly waits for the 
handsome actor to come to his 


senses and marry him. If nothing 
else, he can admire Baldwin’s 
torso during the actor’s turn as 
Stanley Kowalski in A Streetcar 
Named Desire, or watch The Hunt 
for Red October on video. 

If you haven’t guessed it by 
now, there’s nothing deep in Alec 
Baldwin Doesn’t Love Me, and 
Ford never pretends that there is. 
He’s out to entertain, and the es¬ 
says in this collection (they could 
more appropriately be called 
monologues) are pleasant and 
undemanding. Ford’s writing is 
conversational and easy on the 
mind. If there’s any flaw in the 
collection, aside from the triteness 
of some of the entries, it’s that the 
columnist’s writing formula does¬ 
n’t hold up well under repeated 
readings. Many of Ford’s tech¬ 
niques seem to get old rather 
quickly. For example, several of 
the essays begin with short pro¬ 
nouncements meant to prompt 
humorous self-examination. 
Here’s a string of them: “I do not 
like to shop.” “I am not good at 
dating.” “I don’t like to have my 
picture taken.” These aren’t sprin¬ 
kled throughout the book spar¬ 


ingly, and after reading several of 
them in a row, one begins to wish 
Ford’s editor might have taken the 
time to refresh some of these 
pieces for book publication. These 
quibbles aside, though, Ford’s 


book is an engaging one. For 
those in search of a light read, one 
that can be picked up and sam¬ 
pled at random, Alec Baldwin 
Doesn’t Love Me might make a 
good choice. T

rough edge off the unsightly and 
incongruous bulges. 

Scenario has already earned 
plenty of commentary. It has the 
Cunningham imprimatur of ex¬ 
ploration and unusual fun. In¬ 
deed, the sight of otherwise per¬ 
functory Cunningham move¬ 
ments executed in such a way as 
to swallow limbs and stretch un¬ 
flattering fabric provides no small 
amount of diversion. But Cun¬ 
ningham is not a kid with a new 
toy: the dance is fully realized with 
or without Kawakubo’s contribu¬ 
tion. And credit all involved for 
not succumbing to easy laughs 
with gigantic bellies bouncing 
into each other, and bubble butts 
rolling off the stage. When the 
novelty wore off, the dance be¬ 
came downright solemn. Takehisa 
Kosugi’s music, something akin to 
electronic wind with a bit of the 
didgeridoo, did not provide levi¬ 
ty. Save some rare smiles and one 
upbeat moment when a stuffed 
dancer in fire-engine red is 
thrown on stage to make a sound 
resembling an occupied beanbag 
chair, Scenario was quite somber. 

Scenario is emblematic of 
Cunningham, as it evokes neither 
pity nor joy. Once again, he con¬ 
founds expectations while staying 
true to impeccable technique and 
self-exploration. The man is a 
wonder. In Cunningham’s aes¬ 
thetic, there are no right or wrong 
answers, no morals, and no linear 
action. You might leave the per¬ 
formance not knowing what 
you’ve seen. He doesn’t know 
what you’ve seen either. Only you 
can decide. T 


Disappearing act

ever-flattering tie-dye unitards 
that show off every grand jete or 
extension in second position. The 
design of the set, Global Village I- 
36 by the late John Cage, suggest¬ 
ed wet leaf-stains on the sidewalk 
interrupted by long black vertical 
lines. The music was an appealing 
amalgamation of tinkling bells 
and percussion by Emanuel 
Dimas De Melo Pimenta. 

As ever, the dancers ate up the 
space with huge reaching gestures 
and admirable rectitude. Cun¬ 
ningham’s charges are not spon¬ 
taneous or tentative — even an 
exploration in imbalance, where a 
dancer relies on someone else for 
support, is planned to precision. 
Lately, Cunningham has rediscov¬ 
ered arms, which for several sea¬ 
sons hung undervalued on his 
dancers as they executed impossi¬ 
bly complex feet and leg phrases. 
In Windows, all manner of arm 
and hand gestures enriched the 
visual and aural landscape. 

Pond Way, given its United 
States premiere at Berkeley, was 
not fully satisfying. Certainly it 
was dressed differently, the 
dancers in flowing pants cut open 
at the inseam, and shirts of ex¬ 
posed midriffs and sleeves open 
from lhe shoulders to the wrists. 
Roy Lichtenstein’s backdrop, 
Landscape with Boat, used the 
newsprint photo dots characteris¬ 
tic of the artist, but its images 
were inspired by Edgar Degas’ 
monotypes and pastels. Their 
varying size suggested a shoreline 
punctuated by a small one-man 
sailboat in the lower corner. But 
Brian Eno’s score and the choice 
of movement were not distinct 


enough to elevate this to Cun¬ 
ningham’s best. Indeed, the flat¬ 
ness of the stage made me long for 
those deep, multidimensional in- 
the-round events that the compa¬ 
ny does so supremely. 

Conversation piece 

Scenario, making its West 
Coast premiere, was the talk of 
the evening. Comme des Garmon 
maven Rei Kawakubo was Cun¬ 
ningham’s unlikely costume col¬ 
laborator, and she made her pres¬ 
ence known. Scenarios initial ef¬ 
fect is startling, and leaves the au¬ 
dience with little option but to 
laugh. Dressed in red, blue or 
green checks, the dancers entered 
in misshapen outfits that carry 
softened hunchbacks, bellies, and 
bustles. Changing to elegant 
black, they appeared as dancing 
jigsaw puzzle pieces. The effect 
could easily have been grotesque, 
but the CostCo-style hanging flu¬ 
orescent lights and the pure-white 
back- and side-drops took any

any les¬ 
bians and 
gays leave 
their hometown 
for good. The 
place where they 
grew up is not 
where they be¬

In Ann Patchett’s novel, The 
Magician’s Assistant, virtually 
every character has* left home or 
wants to.

where you are.” 
Another wipes 
out his past en¬ 
tirely. 

Parsifal, the gay' 
magician of the 
title, pulls himself 
out of his own hat, 
inventing himself 
down to his name. 
So successful is this 
transformation 
that no one around 
him, not even his 
assistant Sabine, 
knows of his past. 
He “had made him¬ 
self a happy life like 
someone else would make a sea¬ 
worthy boat, following step by 
careful step... When he was fin¬ 
ished it was the only life he knew.” 

At Parsifal’s death, Sabine must 
confront the abrupt disappear¬ 
ance of her own past. What does 
an assistant do without her magi¬ 
cian? Worse, Sabine has devoted 
her life to a man who loved men. 
For twenty-two years she content¬ 
ed herself with Platonic love and 
tagged along with Parsifal’s 
boyfriends.

At Our Core: Women Writing

andra Haldeman Martz, 
who has edited nearly a 
dozen anthologies celebrat¬ 
ing women’s lives, and celebrating 
aging, offers a new collection that 
may be the best yet. Looking at 
what power means to women, 
and yes, there are as many defini¬ 
tions as there are women, Martz 
has collected the writing of 62 
women, of the “thousands of 
women and handful of men who 
submitted work to the project.” 

Her goal, and she succeeds, is 
to give us all a starting place for 
thinking about power. In her very 
fine introduction, Martz recalls: 
“Raised in rural Texas, I grew up 
surrounded by strong, depend¬ 
able, solid women: my mother 
and grandmothers, other farm 
wives, teachers. In their lives, 
power was a silent adjective, 
known but never talked about.

house and furnishings which be¬ 
longed to his lover (also dead), 
and the full bitterness of her ex¬ 
clusion is borne in upon her. 
Everything she owns is second¬ 
hand. “She had the love letters 
which were not written to her.” 

Abyss of grief 

Into this abyss of grief comes 
news that Parsifal’s mother and 
two sisters are alive and eager to 
visit. They blow in from Nebras¬ 
ka to bring a waft of the prairies 
to Hollywood Hills and to worry 
about crabgrass at Forest Lawn. 
Sabine is drawn to their homey 
friendliness and acknowledges a 
new way to know the man she 
loved, an unknown epoch in his 
life to explore and understand. 

From this constellation of indi¬ 
viduals and themes, Patchett con¬ 
structs a tale of loyalty and betray¬ 
al, stagnation and growth. Visiting 
Nebraska to explore the past, 
Sabine at first considers the obvi¬ 
ous. “What if you were born in Al¬ 
liance, Nebraska, only to find that 
you looked your best in a white 
dinner jacket?” Slowly Sabine 
glimpses fundamental differences 
between Nebraska and Los Ange¬ 
les and new reasons why queer 


Power as a noun — something 
that could be used — was held by 
men: bankers, preachers, school 
principals, fathers.” 

In the following years, 
women’s lives changed, along 
with ideas of women and power. 
Martz noticed, however, in the 
past few years, a real erosion in 
the gains women made in the 
’70s. At Our Core is a response to 
that erosion, and it is extraordi¬ 
nary. 

Beginning with Elayne Rap¬ 
ping’s very fine essay, “None of 
My Best Friends: The Media’s Un¬ 
fortunate Victim/Power Debate,” 
Martz gathers poems, essays and 
stories about the ways in which 
women see themselves and their 
relationship to power. One of the 
best, Nancy McLaughlin Sirvent’s 
“Runoff,” tells the astonishing tale 
of Track, called Tracy by her clue¬ 
less teacher, who discovers her 
own strength when she sees her 
sister terrorized at school. I sus¬ 
pect for a lot of us women it is 
easier to be brave for someone 
else than for ourselves. Sirvent 
creates a heroic girl, funny, gutsy, 
real; I can hardly wait for the 


folk migrate to cities. She also 
reawakens to her own life, and her 
devotion to Parsifal flowers with a 
woman who resembles him. 

Though never trespassing the 
bounds of realism, Patchett locates 
these struggles in a world just this 
side of fantasy. The props of stage 
magic (rabbits and hats) glow with 
unearthly suggestiveness. Dead 
men visit Sabine in dreams. Char¬ 
acters resonate with doubles and 
mirror images. There are two sis¬ 
ters (each trying to leave home), 
two husbands, two brothers, two 
hospitals, and even two states. 
These resemblances are never in¬ 
sisted upon, yet they suggest paral¬ 
lel universes where humans re¬ 
peatedly confront the same issues, 
always with an individual re¬ 
sponse. 

Exquisitely written, The Magi¬ 
cians Assistant contains one flaw: 
the character Parsifal never comes 
to life. Symptomatically, he is also 
the only figure who wholly denies 
his past. He therefore lacks the di¬ 
mensions of time, history, and 
mortality which haunt the other 
characters and make them mem¬ 
orable. Patchett depicts people 
struggling to grow and build 
through losses. That they survive 
and even blossom without wholly 
obliterating their history suggests 
the humane and ultimately hope¬ 
ful nature of her vision. T 


novel from which this story is ex¬ 
cerpted. Another find is Joan 
Zimmerman’s “Eve,” a take on the 
Garden of Eden that would, I sus¬ 
pect, royally frost the Bible- 
thumpers. I found it magical. 

Martz has a real gift for selec¬ 
tion and arrangement. The result 
is a collection that will keep you 
thinking, and sometimes laugh¬ 
ing, for a long time. It might just 
make you decide to take charge of 
your life, to celebrate your own 
power. Think of it — you can 
change the world.

T here is something to be said for 
the group show, with its sam¬ 
pling of tidbits from a whole 
range of artists. One can be drawn in 
by a familiar name and then end up 
failing in love with a piece by some¬ 
one unheard of. This past week, I had 
the opportunity to visit two group 
shows: All of Me at the New Langton 
Arts Center and El Nino: Chaos and 
Destruction at the Galena de La Raza. 

All of Me works with a rather 
sticky premise by asking the artists 
for work “using their lives and bod¬ 
ies as raw materials” — as if we need 
any more artists with egos trying to 
share with everyone how fascinating 
they are. But the show tries to go a 
step farther and explore the persona, 
ego, cliche and self-reflexivity associ¬ 
ated with such a show. The show fea¬ 
tures a piece by New York poet Eileen 
Myles — and she does not disappoint 
with a slide show/audio performance 
that “explores the political path of 
the poet’s body” (Myles once ran for 
president as a write-in candidate). 
Granted, the slide show was at best a 
complement to the audio portion, 
but that’s not necessarily a criticism 
given the caliber of the poet involved. 

Most of the work is video-based 
performance work, ranging from five 
to 72 minutes. Steve Reinke’s “The 
100 Videos” launches from the idea “1 
dreamt that I went to art school and 
when.I woke up, I mean when I grad¬ 
uated” he was hired to make a set of 
nude male playing cards, a premise 
that he uses for over an hour. Then 
there is Alex Bag’s untitled piece 
wherein a Ronald McDonald doll 
asks Hello Kitty, “Would you like to 
see my Mcpenis?” The video pieces 
(there are five in all) range from the 
silly to the profound to the just plain 
strange by artists from around the 
country. Also included in the show 
are Carter, Carolyn Castano, Tony 
Tasset, and Scott Trattner. 

The El Nino exhibit offers an ex¬ 
tremely eclectic and fascinating col¬ 
lection of work from the emerging 
Latino/Chicano artists from the Bay 
Area. Many of these pieces explore 
identity, particularly the dual-identi¬ 
ty in being a “something-hyphen- 
American” and the conflicts inherent 
when you throw gender into that 
mix. Like the threat posed by the El 
Nino storms, this exhibit threatens, 
as John Leanos says, “to reveal the 
complexity and diversity of the social 
and natural world.” And this show 
certainly packs the intensity of said 
storm. ▼

But our own favorite moment in 
the film is when he plays a game 
of Get the Escort — as in “au¬ 
thor’s escort,” the publisher’s rep¬ 
resentative who shepherds the au¬ 
thor around town and essentially 


keeps a corporate eye on him or 
her. Claiming his escort is a stalk¬ 
er, Moore gets a gullible security 
guy to steer her away from any 
possible contact with him. It’s a 
maverick author’s sweet revenge.

: find that reading the first cou¬ 
ple of pages is a good way to 
II decide whether or not to buy a 
book. In the case of Karen X. 
Tulchinsky’s very funny, very as¬ 
tute first novel, the first two para¬ 
graphs are enough to mark Love 
Ruins Everything as a book worth 
savoring. 

The novel opens at Nomi and 
Sapphire’s favorite Thai restau¬ 
rant, a place they go every week to 
share a romantic dinner in a 
beautiful setting, to bask in the 
glow of their mutual love and 
commitment. ‘“I think we should 
become non-monogamous,’ she 
[Sapphire] announces.” Note the 
above “we” in a situation that has 
less “we” in it than I have ever 
seen. But, of course, when one 
partner wants to sleep around, 
isn’t it always structured as some¬ 
thing “we” should do? 

With this bombshell, Nomi, 
our narrator and hero, discovers 
that, once again, love has ruined 
everything. At least if Nomi had¬ 
n’t loved Sapphire enough to 
move to San Francisco from 
Toronto, she wouldn’t now be 
considering mayhem toward her¬ 
self and others. When Nomi 
learns that her mother intends to 
remarry, she decides a trip far 
away from the treacherous, but 
still desirable Sapphire is just 
what she needs to get over her 
sorrow. 

Besides that, her mother gives 
her no choice in the matter. The 
interaction between Nomi and 
her relations forms an important 
subplot in this richly textured 
novel. Another equally significant 
subplot concerns Nomi’s gay 
cousin, Henry, who is gay-bashed 
by men who may just be punks, 
but who also may be CIA opera¬ 
tives, or worse. 

There is a lot of plot in this 
novel, but never in my reading did 
I wish for any less than was pro¬ 
vided. Tulchinsky creates vivid 
and winning (OK, Sapphire’s a 
loser, but what can you do) char¬ 
acters, who are as funny and sexy 
and interesting as any reader 
might wish. She does a fine job of 
capturing both San Francisco and 
Toronto, with enough detail to be 
entertaining, but not so much 
that the pace bogs down in a trav¬ 
elogue. Filled with laughs and a 
few tears as well as some well- 
placed outrage, Love Ruins Every¬ 
thing is a very fine novel, one that 
is a pleasure to read and to rec¬ 
ommend. T

enny Hayes has the rare 
> ability to create historical 

fiction that speaks elo¬ 
quently to the present while mak¬ 
ing the past come vibrantly to life. 
In her seventh historical novel, 
City Lights, Country Candles, she 
explores the dangers faced by up¬ 
pity women in the 19th century, 
as well as in our own. 

The novel begins in 1960. Lau¬ 
rie is a straight women with a 
boyfriend who regularly has to 
hide in the bathroom to “finish 
the job” after she and Joe have sex. 
Being a woman of her era, she 
thinks that’s OK. Every year, Lau¬ 
rie spends a week on the ranch 
that belongs to the father of her 
best friend from college, Eveleen. 
On this visit, Eveleen’s grand¬ 
mother insists that Laurie listen to 
her stories of the women in a trea¬ 
sured portrait. The stories are 
those of women from the 1870s, 
women who make the tragic mis¬ 
take of thinking for themselves, of 
loving whom they will, and as a 
result, are committed to an insane 
asylum. Laurie is horrified by the 
tales, especially because the 
women are queer, of course not a 
good thing to be in 1960, or so 
Laurie believes. 

The vivid stories of life in a 
19th-century asylum are vividly 
and shockingly told. Each woman 
is a well-defined, completely alive 
character, and each woman’s fate 
is horrific and credible. Many of 
these women would face the same 
fate today, only now they would 
be diagnosed with Gender Identi¬ 
ty Disorder, a fact which makes 
the tales all the more compelling. 
The connection between good 
friends, Eveleen and Laurie, is also 
well developed, and very touch¬ 
ing. City Lights, Country Candles 
is a fine tale, one that recreates a 
terrible time with care, anger, and 
great compassion. ▼

Irene Zahava’s name as editor is as 
close to a sure thing as we readers 
ever get. Her latest collection is 
rich and full of life, a delightful 
and sexy group of stories that can 
be enjoyed one at a time, or swal¬ 
lowed in one great gulp of plea¬ 
sure. 

Harlyn G. Aizley’s “Waiting for 
Marianne” is a moving story of 
finding out not only just what you 
want from life, but also whom you 
wish to share it with. This is a 
short story with the complexity of 
a novel and writing that is excep¬ 
tionally rich. Tzivia Gover’s “At 
Frank’s” tells a tale of homopho¬ 
bia and fear in four tautly com¬ 
posed pages. What makes this 
story all the more powerful is that 
it is, on the surface, an account of 
true love and commitment. 

In “First Love at Sweet Briar,” 
the joys and frustration of the first 
tiny steps toward lesbian sexuality 
are explored with warm humor. 
Sally Miller Gearhart’s description 
of the hugs and cuddles and kiss¬ 
es that can go on for months be¬ 
fore any clothes come off (“what I 
am now convinced was the 
longest sexual foreplay in the his¬ 
tory of lesbianism”) reminded me 
of my own clumsy moves toward 
sex with my first lover. Elissa 
Goldberg’s “Pasta Salad Made 
From Curled Noodles” is the de¬ 
lightful story of Delia Minor, who, 
at age 10, learned “that in her life¬ 
time she would fall in love three 
times and three times only. This 
meant that she had two more love 
experiences coming, Cousin 
Edith’s dog, Cleopatra, having 
been number one.” 

Don’t think for a moment that 
the few selections I’ve mentioned 
are the limit of the wonders in this 
collection. Love Shook My Heart is 


a fine anthology, one to treasure 
and reread. ▼ 


Constant 

companion

The Complete Bedside Compan¬ 
ion: No-Nonsense Advice on Car¬ 
ing for the Seriously III by Rodger 
McFarlane; Simon & Schuster,

he Complete Bedside Com¬ 
panion is the kind of book 
you buy and put on the 
shelf as an insurance policy. You 
hope you never have to read it, 
but when that time inevitably 
comes, you are grateful it is there. 

Gay and lesbian “baby 
boomers” bore the brunt of AIDS 
and now, if they haven’t seen it al¬ 
ready, are increasingly likely to 
face health challenges in their 
aging parents. And whether they 
are in a support role or become 
the principal caregivers, there is 
always much to do. McFarlane is 
a peerless guide. 

“Death had been demystified 
for me at an early age,” he says of 
his childhood. The experience 
served him well in working in a 
hospital intensive care unit, and 
later as executive director of the 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis (GMHC) 
and Broadway Cares/Equity 
Fights AIDS. 

He pulls no punches: “In blunt 
terms, being a caregiver is about 
wiping your adult brother; carry¬ 
ing your mother to the bathroom 
and cradling her head as she 
retches violently into the toilet; 
bearing painful witness to the loss 
of control that disease often in¬ 
flicts on once-capable adults.” 

Being a caregiver “demands 
that we acquire the necessary 
practical skills, the strategies for 


bearing up physically and emo¬ 
tionally, learning how to get the 
help we need from others and, 
above all, the self-confidence to 
transcend our fears and inhibi¬ 
tions.” 

The book is a compendiumof 
life stories, examples of how peo¬ 
ple faced the demands of life-end¬ 
ing illness. It is laid out in the best 
tradition of self-help books, with 
practical suggestions in short sec¬ 
tions, simple text, personal testi¬ 
mony, and ample references for 
those who wish to explore further. 

Walk-through 

Its first two-thirds walk you 
through from first diagnosis to 
grieving. You learn the hierarchy of 
the hospital, concise explanations 
of what each job title really means. 
At home, there are the basics from 
how to take a temperature to how 
to give CPR. And of course, the 
matter of paying the bills. 

The concluding chapters focus 
on issues particular to individual 
diseases such as AIDS, cancer, and 
Alzheimer’s. The ten page table of 
contents, 22 page index, and in¬ 
ternal cross-referencing make it 
easy to locate sections as you need 
them. 

The principal flaw of this book 
is that it completely ignores on¬ 
line resources. Medical therapy 
for many diseases is evolving so 
rapidly that printed materials can 
become dated. Online resources 
are often more current. Disease- 
specific chat rooms and message 
boards can offer networking, sup¬ 
port, and release for caregivers 
who often must stay near their ail¬ 
ing loved ones. 

McFarlane excels in two ways. 
First, by explaining the mundane 
in a thorough, easy to understand, 
and non-patronizing way. Second, 
by capturing the pain and the 
heroics of dying in simple, searing 
honesty. It is a reality we may wish 
to avoid, but ultimately we can¬ 
not. This is the Companion you 
want beside you when you must 
take that journey. T
